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A VIRTUE MADE A FAULT 


THE BALTIMORE'S HORSE 
POWEE NOT ENOUGH. 

HER EXTRAORDINARY SPEED MADE 

WITH LESS STEAM THAN CALLED FOR, 

ASTONISHING THE NAVAL ENGINEERS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The official report of 
the trial of the Baltimore, received by Secretary 
Tracy to-day, confirms the rumor that her horse 
power was not quiteup to the 9,000 reauired. 
The average for four hours was 8,977.88, which 
is 22.12 short, and lays the contractors, Messrs. 
Cramp & Sons of Philadelphia, liable to a pen- 
alty of $2,212 unless the shipis given another 
trial 

The official speed average is given as 19.575 
knots per hour. This is about what was first 
claimed, and is very remarkable with such low 
horse power. There is much disappointment 
at the result, and a new trial will probably be 
asked for. Secretary Tracy is willing to grant 
it or to accept the vessel on the result of the 
last trial, as the contractors may wish. Two of 
the indicators that had been previously tested 
broke during the trial, and untested instruments 
were substituted, but as these latter were 
testea soon after at the New-York Navy Yard 
they did not affect the result at all. 

The engines made an average of 117.9 revolu- 
tions per minute. The mean boiler pressure 
Was 122.2. The mean effective pressures at the 
cylinders were as follows: Starboard engine, 
high-pressure cylinder, 45.86; intermediate 
cylinder, 18.25; low-pressure cylinder, 8.61. 
Port engine, high-pressure, 44.73; intermediate, 
18.12; low-pressure, 8.78. The indicated horse 
power of each engine at the beginning of each 
hour and at the end of the trial was as follows: 
Starboard engine, at beginning of first hour, 
4,600; at beginning of second hour, 4,194.69; 
at beginning of third hour, 4,408.46; at begin- 
ning of fourth hour, 4,309.61; at end of trial, 
3,831.14; maximum, 4,682.07; minimum, 
3,656.70; mean, 4,391.44. Port engine, at be- 
ginning of first hour, 4,548.19; at beginning of 
secon@ hour, 4,131.87; at beginning of third 
hour, 4,477.07; at beginniug of fourth hour, 
4,568.71; at end of trial, 3,718.32; maximum, 
4,709.58; minimum, 3,484.15; mean, 4,347.17. 

This gave a mean for both main engines of 
8,738.61. The.mean of the auxiliary engines 


was 239.27, making the mean collective indl- 
cated horse power 8,977.88. 


Regarding the great discrepancy in horse 
power mentioned above, every oré is at a loss 
to acconnt for it. It is a weil-known fact that 
in former official trials navy engineers have 
been able to approximate to within a remark- 
able degree of accuracy the amount of horse 
power obtained, but just why every one aboard 


the Baitimore should have considered the 
cruiser to have made over one thousand horse 
power in excess, remains to be answered. 

In the case of the Yorktown the engineers 
abvard approximated the horse power before- 
hand to within 100 of what the official report 
aiterward showed it to be, But, uotwithstand- 
ing the loss In horse power, the faot that the 
cruiser made an average of 19.6 knots an hour, 
and attained at One time a speed of over 20 
knois at hour, remains undisputabie. It is all 
the more to the vessel’s credit that she obtained 
the speed made on even less horse power 
than was designed for her. English en- 
gineers designed the Baltimore’s' = en- 
gines; American shipbuilders shaped the 
vessel’s lines. The latter were evidently so 
superior in form to those commou to the Eng- 
lish mind that a less horse-power sufiiced to 
give the nineteen knots speed. It is a great 
pity that the requirements were not for speed 
alone, since the very object in designing ex- 
cessive horse power has been obtained in a less 
amount. The contract, however, allows no 
credit for this, or for the fact that less coal has 
to be burned. On the contrary, it is deemed a 
fanit. and a penaity is coupled with it. 

Before the iinal official trial the Baltimore 
had only one preliminary tnal. The failures in- 
cident to this Recliminary trial have already 
been stated in THe Times, and it now appsars 
that nut a few thought it unwise at the time to 
commence the official trial with so little data at 
hand tor guidance. The day before the official 
run asbort preliminary spurt was made, and 
the Cramps, finding the machinery worked so 
much better than ever before, decidea to go 
anead with the officia) trial. As already stated, 
the machinery 0D this occasion ran without a 
stoppage, but water was run on all eccentrics 
and low-pressure crank pins, 80 that the oilers 
had to wear oilskins. The boilers lifted water 
frequentiy, it coming over into the engines, but 
the maintained speed was so good and one set 
of indicator cards showed so much horse power 
that every one thought the average would be a 
large excess over the requirements. 

Tnis, of course, was based on incomplete and 
hastily-compiled data. There was no time nor 
facilities tor computing accurately what actu- 
ally required afterward more than ten days of 
work. When the correct figures came to be 
known it was found that the mean pressure of 
steam in the cylindere fell below what was 
necessary to give 10,000-horse power, let alone 
10,30U-horse power, and that, too, without any 
correstion for errors in the indicators what- 
ever. An indicator is as liable to be incorrect, 
by a certain amount, a8 a watch or a mariner’s 
compass, hence the corrections applied, which 
always ran from 3 to12 percent. Asto the 
actual working of the instruments, they were 
found ali right by tests pefore and after 
the trials, the only trouble that might have 
arisen coming from the two indicators supplied 
In lied of those that broke down. Lhe extra in- 
struments were not tested befere the trial, but 
were found all right in an afteNest. It is only 
fair to presume that they had the same correc- 
tign error before the trial that they did after 
the trial. The fact that an instrument has an 
error correction is by no means indicative that 
it is faulty in working. Butinthe matter of 
horse power, even with no deducting correc- 
tion at all, the horse power of the main en- 

ines, it how appears, would not have exceeded

little 1ess than this amount. In view of some 
of these reasons, it would seem possible that 
the contractors can yet obtain an excess of 
horse power. But the fact remains indis- 
putable that the Baltimore remains the third 
fastest war ship of her tonnage class afloat, no 
matter on what horse-power shewing she made 
ber record,

There is talk at the Navy Department of still 
further increasing Acting Rear Admiral Walk- 
er’s squadron of new cruisers by adding the 


Baltimore and Petrel to it as soon as they are 
ready for sea. This is looked upon as not very 
hikely, for the Baltimore Is understood to be 
destined for the flagship of the North Atlantic 
station, and the Petrel is evidentiy co go to the 
Pacific. Admiral Walker said this afternoon 
that he would be glad to welcome the Balti- 
more and Petrel to his squadron. He would 
like to have nine ships, sq that he could divide 
them into three groups of three each, for the 
purpose of tactical mancuvres. Naval officials 
have felt great need of such mancuvres, and 
while the European squadron will not likely 
be further increased at present 1t ie probable 
that the North Atlantic and European squad- 
rons will be temporarily combined next Au- 
tumn for a series of thanceuvres. With the ves- 
selS Low near completion a formidable fleet 
could be assembJed. It would consist of the 
Chicago, Atlanta, Boston, Dolphin, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Yorktown, Concord, Bennington, 
Petrel, Vesuvius, and Torpedo Koat No. 1, to- 
gether with ailthe old-type vessels that could 
be made available, and possibly the Newark.

SOME IOWA POLITIOS. 





REPUBLICAN MANAGERS ON THE VERGE 
OF HYSTERICS. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Oct. 4.—Gov. Larrabee’s 
indorsement of the views of Horace Boies on 
the transportation question, as expressed in his 
letter accepting the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, coupled as it was with a fine compli- 
ment to Mr. Boies’s integrity as a man, has 
thrown the Republican campaign managers into 
hysterics. Mr. Campbell, Railway Commis- 
sioner, and Secretary Ainsworth of the commis- 
sion added the weight of their approval to that 
of the Governor, and the result is great tribula- 
tion in the Republican camp. A determined 
effort to procure @ denial from each of these 
three individuals was Immediately made. Gov. 
Larrabee was implored to deny the autuenticity 
of the interview, but he steadily refused, and 
ap equally urgent request made to Campbell 
and Ainsworth failed to produce anything be- 
yond a deciaration that this pubiication of their 
views was unauthorized. 

These views, so clearly expressed and so 
tenaciously adhered to, are particularly trou- 
blesome to the Republican managers just. now 
because of the ae ic record of Senator Hutchi- 
son, the Republican nominee, in favor of the 
corporations, “His record has been thoroughly 
examined and published, and as a resuit the 
Farmers’ Alliance of the State is on the point of 
open rupture... The managers fear that the Al- 
liance will be greatly encouraged to break away 
by this publioneemnssonemeens by the Governor 
and Railway Commissioner. 

Senator Allison is runniag. a quiet campaign 
of.hisown. Arrayed in a suit of homespun and 
a slouch hat, he is masquerading as a granger 
at the county fairs. He was at Fort Dodge yes- 
terday and spoke to a large crowd on the fair 
grounds, His speech was a non-political one, 
the Senator addressing himself particularly to 
tarmers and old soldiers, it being reunion day. 
The Senator also spoke at a camp tire held in 
the evening. which was largely attended by 
boys in biue. He advocated general pensions 
not only for all old soldiers, but tor their wives, 
children, and dependents, 

Senator Allison’s political speeches are of the 
same dodging, evasive sort which has charac- 
terized his whole political course. On the 
transportation question and probibition, issues 
of great State importance, the Dubuque Sena- 
tor is silent as the sphinx, but on national affairs 
he speaks his mind freely. The tariff, he says, 
shoulda be reformed by the Republican Party in 
the interest of the farmers, but in 1870 he de- 
clared the farmers could not be benefited by a 
protective tariff. Senator Allison has very 
littie to aay by way of indorsement of th® pres- 
ent Administration, and it is clear that BRarri- 
son finds little favor in his eyes. 


THE INDIAN CONFERENCE. 


OUTLINES OF THE PLATFORM ADOPTED 
AT LAKE MOHONK. 


LAKE MoHONE, N, Y., Oct. 4—At this morn- 
ing’s session of the Mohonk conference, Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions, reported the annual platform. The 
chief interest centred in the utterance in rela- 
tion to the contract church schools on the 
reservations. The platform reattirms previous 
utterances, approves the general plan outlined 
by Commissioner Morgan for comprehensive 
and compulsory education by the Government 
in harmonious concurrence with the work of 
the churches and philanthropic societies, ‘This 
Was accepted by all sides. Another plank 
asserts ‘‘that as the high character of those 
engaged in the work of Indian education and 
the permanence of their tenure of office are 
essential to substantial progress,this conference 
emphasizes the necessity of separating abso- 
lutely the appointments to such offices from 
the nautations of parties.” 

The platform further states that the Nation 
ought to treat the Indian as a man, amenable 
to all the obligations and entitlea to all the 
rights of manhood, and it empnasizes the Chris- 
tian and missionary work of the churches as 
fundamental to the education and civilization 
of the Indians, 

In conclusion it says: ‘‘The wonderful prog- 
ress of the five civilized tribes in the face of 
many difficulties and under the most unfavora- 
ble conditions demonstrates the capacity of 
the Indians for a larger life and a better civili- 
zation, and the time has come when they are 
ready for the duties, responsibilities, and priv- 
ileges of American citizenship.” 








THE RANK OF DOCENT. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 4.—President Hall 
of Clark University, in an official statement, 
thus detines the functions of Docent in the uni- 
versity: ; 


“The highest annual appointment is that of Do- 
cent. Thisrank and title is primarily intended as 
an honor to be awarded to those worthy of more 
permanent and lucrative positions, as professors 
or assistant professors in colleges. It may be 
bestowed without examination upon a few men 
who have advanced beyond the requirements of a 
doctorate, aud who satisfy the authorities of the 
university by a thesis, @ public address, or in any 
other way of both their scientific attainments and 
their teaching ability, and, if necessary, may 
be accompanied by a salary. Docents may 
be provid with individual rooms, and special 
apparatus may be purchased for their researcn if 
desired and approved. They may also be equipped 
and sent on scientific expeditions. While they will 
be expected during some part of the year to deliver 
# limited number of lectures on some special chap- 
ter of their department, their time will usually be 
reserved for study and research in a way 36 
adapted to qualify them still more fully for academic 
advancement. 

“It is believed that by the existence of such a 
select body of men ot guaranteed scientific Srainsig. 
ability, and approved power to teach the «itii- 
culties under which college Trustees sometimes 
succumb in selecting suitable men for the profesa- 
ors may be diminished, ana that otherwise this 
new academic grade will aid in raising standards of 
scholarship in colleges and encouraging scientitic 
research.”’

The professors und instructors in the depart- 
ments of muthematics, gery: chemistry, 
biology, and “é sazsmnlel 1 meet their students 
Monday, Oct. 7.

CHICAGO'S PORK CORNER 


SIOPPING DHLIVERIES BY 
AN INJUNOTION. 
THE CLIQUE TRYING TO PREVENT THE 
FORCING OF OCTOBER PORK UPON 
IT BY AID OF THE LAW. 
CurIcaGo, Oct. 4.—The attorneys for the longs 


-in’ October pork, about which there has 


Deen a several days’ flurry in the Board 
of Trade, stole a march late last night, 
and got from Judge Shepard an _  in- 
junction against the delivery of October- 
packed pork, which Judges Tulley and Collins 
had previously refused to issue. The writ was 
obtained so secretly and at so late an hour last 
night that no one but Lawyer John P. Aherns, 
Judge Shepard, and Clerk Gary of the Superior 
Court knew that it had been secured until ithad 
been served upon the Board of Trade Directors, 
the Pork Inspection Committee, and Chief In- 
spector Sunderland on the opening of the board 
this morning. 

Mr. Aherns carefully avoided giving Judge 
Sidney Smith notice of the application, but saw 
the Judge in his chambers, where an order for 


the injunction was indorsed. He caused the 
bill to be suppressed, and when Judge Smith, 
attorney for the Board of Trade, learned of the 
secret way in which the writ was secured he 
was furious, denouncing what he believed to be 
trickery. 
the injunction is directed against Norton & 
Worthington, Swift & Co., aud W. G@. McCormick 
& Co. and the International Packing Company, 
the sellers of October pork, who are trying to 
crowd it on the longs. 

As in the application before Judges Tuley and 
Collins, W. 8. Wallace, a member of the firm of 
Sawyer, Wallace & Co., the house at the head of 
the clique,.files the bill. The allegations are the 
8ume as in the suit begun before Oct. 1, the day 
that delivery began, except that it shows tbat 
the sellers have already delivered a portion of 
the 40,000 barrels which Wallace contracted 
to buy. Wallace shows that under the rules 
of the Board October pork must stay in 
iced storage thirty days. Hence, unless he 
violates the rules, it is impossible for him to 
déliver a auantity of stuff which he has bought 
from Swift & Co., Norton & Worthington, W. G. 
McCormick & Co., and the International Pack- 
ing Company, and which he has contracted with 
parties in England and elsewhere to ship at 
ouce. On the other hand, if he does not receive 
the pork from the above sellers he will be dis- 
ciplined, 

He therefore asks that the men from whom he 
has bought be restrained from crowding the 
pork on him; that the Inspection Committee 
and the chief inspector of the Board of Trade be 
enjoined from aiding the sellers by issuing cer- 
tificates declaring Oetober pork to be standard 
and merchantable, and that the board suspend 
any action against him for violating the rules 
in not receiving the unseasoned pork. The in- 
junction granted restrains the defendants from 
issuing or causing to be issued any certificates 
ofinspection of any pork packed in October, 
certifying that the pork is mess pork or stand- 
ard quality aud in good merchantable condi- 
tion until said pork bas been in approved ice 
storage for at least thirty days, and from all 
combinations and proceedings which would 
compel W. 8. Wallace to accept pork packed in 
October upon any of his October contracts. The 
parties who have made tenders of such pork are 
ordered to refrain from making charges against 
Wallace, and the board is enjoined from enter- 
taining any charges, 

The injunction was a great surprise to the 
trade, and effectually tied up October pork. 
During ’Change only two sales were reported. 
One was matie early at $11 and the other later 
at $10 80, which was the nominal closing. Dur- 
ing the morning 250 barrels were delivered by 
the International Packing Company and 250 
barrels by Swift to Counselmen & McCormick, 
who represent the clique. They refused to re- 
ceive it, and it was then sold to Hutchinson at 
$10 35 and $10 50. That operator was the 
clique’s chief representative in the market. 

About noon the Directors of the board were 
called together by President Seaverns to take 
measures to have the embarrassiug injunction 
dissolved. After a short consultativn the Di- 
rectors ordered ex-Judge Smith to move for an 
immediate hearing by the court for a dissolu- 
tion, Its action, however, failed to dispel the 
demoralization that has prevailed, and the day 
closed with traders of all classes more inclined 
to talk about the injunction than to indulge in 
trading. 

At 2 o'clock ex-Judge Smith appeared before 


' Judge Shepard and asked that the injunction be 


dissolved. Mr. Wallace and hia lawyers were 
present and a number of Board of ade men 
as well. In his argument Mr. Smith contended 
that the Board of Trade was a voluntary 
association, with a voluntary member- 
ship, which was bound to obey the rules 
of the board and that no court had 
aright to interfere with the internal manage- 
ment of the organization. Mr. Wallace, he sald, 
had simply sought to corner October pork, and, 
failing to do 80, sought the aid of the courts in 
carrying out the scheme, He cha:ged that 
Mr. Wallace’s statement, that he was com- 
pelled to take pork which the People 
to whom he had sold it woul hot 
accept, was a mere pretense and that Mr. 
Wallace did not care whether he sold the pork 
or not at present, his aim being to bull the 
market until it reached a figure where the 
clique could sell at a big profit. The hearing 
was adjourned to to-morrow morning, when the 
lawyers for the clique will argue against the 
dissolution of the injunction. 





COMPLAINING OF ORUELTY. 

Baneor, Me., Oct. 4.—As the three-masted 
British schooner Wandrin, hailing from Parrs- 
borough, N.8..was about to sail from thia place for 
the home port, to load lumber for New-York, 
she was libeled by a Deputy United States 
Marshal from Portland, on a charge of one John 
Kennedy, a British seaman, who alleges cruelty, 
overwork, and poor provisions. She sailed from 


the West Indies, andin a gale off the soutb-, 


ern coast lost her foretopmast. Kennedy says 
he was sent aloft to clear away the wreck. 
He fell, seriously injuring his leg, he alleges, 
and also being hurt internally. On application 
for aid at the cabin, he said, he was sadly 
abused and was obliged to work twenty-four 
hours without treatment, being afterward sub- 
jected to other ill usage. There being no 
British Coneul in Bangor, he, being without 
money, walked 136 miles to Portland, where his 
case was heard, with the above result. Capt. 
Wood denies the charges and has gone also on a 
visit to the United States court; where he will 
try and get aclearance. The craft is one of the 
best in the port and is now in the hands ofa 
keeper. 


GRESHAM ASKS NO FAVORS. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—It is surmised here that the 
relations of the Administration and Judge 
‘Walter Q. Gresham are somewhat strained. A 
prominent gentleman in North Carolina, who 1s 
@ personal friend, wrote the Judge a few days 
ago and requested that he would send hima 


letter of recommendation for a friena who de- 
sires an office under Mr, Harrison. The follow- 
iug is a copy of the answer of Judge Gresham: 
CHICAGO, Sept. 30, 1889. 
Tam just in receipt of your letter of the 26th 
inst. Thus far I have not attempted, directly or in- 
directly, to interfere in the distribution of. Federal 
patronage. Situated as I am, I think, upon refiec- 
tion, you will agree that this is the proper course 
for me to pursue. While I would be giad to oblige 
you personally, I do not feel at ee to depart 
from the rule stated, and do not think it would do 
you any good if I did. I have no doubt that the ap-

GREAT INCREASE IN THE CATTLE 
* 
SHIPMENTS FROM BOSTON. 


Boston, Oot. 4.—Boston is enjoying just now 
aremarkable boom in ocean cattle freights, 
which 1s coincident with a no less noticeable 
but more gradual increase in the general ex- 
port trade. Cattle atone time last year were 
carried from Boston to Liverpool for 27s. per 
head. Now the shipments for October, and in 
some cases November and December, run from

Fred Leyland & Co. of Liverpool are now hav- 
Ing bullt two freight steamers of the first class 
at the shipyards of Harland & Woolf at Belfast, 
Ireland, which, it is said, will be the finest and 
largest freighters afloat. They will be over 
520 feet long and will have a capacity of over 
6,000 tons, while their engines will be of the 
most approved pattern, triple expansion. The 
two new vessels will be capable without 
remarkable speeding of doing the voyage 
from dock to dock in eight days. 
One of these new freighters bas so far been 
completed as to have a name—The Victorian— 
having been designed auring the jubilee year of 
of the Queen’s reign. The name of the otner 
has not yet been given out. It1is expected that 
the Victorian will make her first voyage to this 
port early next yeur, and that the other will 
soon follow, so that a semi-weekly service, in- 
Stead of a weekly one, will then be established.

WRECK OF THE CORONA.

MORE DETAILS OF THE GREAT LOSS 
OF LIFE. 


Bayou SARA, Oet. 4.—The steam tug Beverly 
Harris went down this morning to the wreck of 
the ill-fated steamer Corona. The huil has sunk 
in deep water. Capt. Knapp of the steamer 
Cleon towed the cabin in and lodged it at the 
foot of Prophet’s Island, where it is being taken 
to pieces, ana everything that is worth any- 
thing is being put on the Cleon and a barge 
which she has in tow. 

The body of Pat Ryan, steward, was found 
jammed between the two bunks 1n a state room, 
After an inquest the body was buried. The 
body of Mrs. Huif has been found and sent to 
Baton Kouge on the Cleveland this morning, 
No other bodies have as yet been discovered, 
Capt. Ben Cornwell passed up on the steamer 
Dickie yesterday on his way home to Smith- 
land, La. Hereceived medical attention here, 
and nis injuries are not considered dangerous, 
He is badly burned about the face and hands. 

NEW-ORLEAN®S, Oct, 4.—A- number of the sur- 
vivors ofthe Corona disaster reached the city 
to-day, and as they stepped from the train they 
were surrounded by a crowd of weeping men 
and women, all anxious to learn the fate of 
some loved ones. Capt Sweeny, who was 
among them, stated that the whole thing came 
on so suddenly that he hardly had time to see 
anything. A 

Capt. Blanks, who was sitting in the barber’s 
chair, was hurled threugh the cabin roof 
and imstantly killed. The others in the cabin 
were struck by flying timbers. Those who 
were not killed by flying timbers were pinned 
down and scalded to death. Capt. Sweeny, 
when the explosion took place, was on the 
forecastie and thus escaped the heavy timbers 
that were fiying around. He remained on the 
wreck as long as possibile, and as there was no 
chance to rescue any one, he sprang overboard 
and was picked up by the yawl of the City of 
Bt. Louis. 

Charles Pierce, steersman, who was with Mr. 
Jolle on watch, corroborated the statement 
that the Corona blew up just after having 
saluted the City of St. Louis. 

Henry Baughman, passenger, of Danville; 
Peter Leonard, roustabout, and Alexander Sey- 
mour, night watchman—the latter last night 
reported lost—all badly hurt, were rescued by 


boats from the City of St. Louis, and came down

UNABLE TO DEVISE A PLAN 


WORLDS FAIR FINANOIERS 
WANT MORE FACTS. 

THEY MUST KNOW WHAT THE FAIR IS 
TO BE BEFORE FORMING A FINAN- 
CIAL SCHEME—A GUARANTEE FUND 

- SUGGESTED. 

Apparently upon authority, it was announced 
yesterday that finally there had been drafted a 
financial plan for the World’s Fair in New-York. 
It would be issued, it was stated, at a meeting 
of the World's Fair Finance Committee next 
Tuesday. 

Members of the Executive Committee of the 
Finance Committee were in session yesterday. 
They met at the Chamber of Commerce, thers 
being present J. Pierpont Morgan, August 
Belmont, John H. Inman, 8. D. Babcook, and 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. Of the other two mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, Charles 
8. Smith is in Europe and J. Edward 
Simmons out of town. Members of the 


committee were disinclined to talk. All 
they would say was that they had concluded the 
labors committed to them by their general com- 
Tittee and yould officially report to the 
Finance Committee as a whole next week. To 
Chairman Babcock was intrusted the duty of 
transmitting to other members of the Finance 
Committee advance copies of the Executive 
Committee’s report. 

Among citizens who heard that the work of 
the Finance Committee hada so well progressed 
there was a livelv sense of satisfaction shown 
over the prospect thus promised of more rapid 
strides toward making New-York’s possession 
of the great fair sure. 

“There will be an end to quibbling now,” said 
one such citizen. ‘ Work will go onin earnest 
from this time forward. The agreement upun a 
financial plan means that the greatest, if not 
the last, obstacle to the success of the World’s 
Fair in New-York is removed.” : 

Such confident and satisfied talk was abun- 
dant. It was to be heard everywhere. Upon 
all sides it was agreed that the Finance Com- 
mittee had by its action put the World’s Fair 
prospects far ahead. In some places, 
some people, there were passed current what 
was quoted as a synopsis of “ the financial plan 
which has been agreed to,” 

It seems almost cruelty to be obliged—as 
THE TIMES is—to dissipate such fond faith and 
roseate expectations. But this is the fact: No 
plan has been adopted; there is no plan. 

It is true, as publicly and semi-officially re- 
ported, that the xxecutive Committee will 
make a report to the General Finance Commit- 
tee next Tuesday. But the main and much tbe 
most significant feature of the report to be 
made will be precisely this, that, in view of all 
existing circumstances, no plan in any*sense or 
to any extent satisfactory can (yet) be formu- 
lated. 

THE TIMES states this upon the authority at a 
member of the General Finance Committee 
who has close relations with members of his 
committee’s Executive Committee, and has, 
too, a lively interest in this work. 

Among reasons recited explanatory of the 
Executive Committee’s failure to devise a plan, 
the chief is that it’ has lacked information 
upon which to base calculations. The .com. 
mittee has declined to indorse by adoption any 
one of the numerous plans submitted for its 
favor, all uf which the committee finds to be 
deficient in some wmarticular. In arriving at 
its non-committal verdict the Executive Com- 
mittes has not, however, acted upon the opin- 
ions of its own membership only. It has 
sought the sounsel of and has closely conferred 
with, some of the most eminent lawyers of' the 
city, under whose advice it has drafted the 
report, which was yesterday formaily adopted, 
for submission to the meeting next Tuesday. 

“The common sense of the waiting policy 
which has been adopted will be discerned by 
every tair-minded man,” was said toa repre- 
sentative of THE TIMES last night ‘* No plan 
has been adopted, because no plan could be 
adopted just pow under the circumstances. 
The Executive Committee has fad what founda- 
‘tion to work upon? None whatever, or at least 
none beyond the abounding talk and vaunting 
sentiment which begins and ends in prociama- 
tions that New-York is the place for the World’s 
Fair, and New-York is bound tohaveit. Allthat 
sort of thing is very excellent in its way. 
Only, itis a little lackingin definiteness, a littie 
short of being sufficient to base dollar-and-cent 
figures on. The Finance Committee 1s called 
upon to devise a financial plan for sumething 
that it isn’t even permitted to know anything 
about. It is one thing to plan finances for a 
fair that may call for the expenditure 
of $10,000,000, and quite another and different 
thing to propose a plan for a fair whose figures 
are to be four or five times $10,000,000. Now, 
frankly, this essential fact is not at all at the 
@isposal of the Finance Committee. Ic is not 
charged with fixing the amount of money to be 
spent upon the proposed fair; 1ts duty is to try 
to devise ways and means by which certain 
sums—to be by others designated—can be 
raised. 

“Why, even the question of asite is not de- 
fermined. New-York City is prohibited from 
lending its credit or building upon any prop- 
erty not its “own. This opens the use of the 
parks, nothing else,,if the municipality is to be 
the financial backer of the fair, or at least noth- 
ing else unless the city shall proceed to acquire 
new properties. It is estimated that the pur- 
chase of outside property included in the 
site supposed to be selected will call for the 
use of $46,000,000. This the city can hardly 
accomplish; it is a far bigger venture, too, than 
any syndicate of individuals will be willing to 
undertake. But, the site aside, what informa- 
tion is there as to the size of t he proposed fair? 
Are there to adozen buildings ora hundred? 


Are they to be cheap, or are they to be costiy? 
What are to be the fair’s features? What ex- 
penditures are they tocall tor? There it is— 
all in a nutsbeli—who knows or has even a 
vague idea of how much money is going to be 
needed? Give us these facts and you won’t 
have to wait long for a fair. But it is wholly 
futilé for intelligent men to spend time and 
labor trying to devise @ scheme of finance to fit 
something it is told nothing about. There is 
for instance, a vast difference in the financial 

lan necessary to run the Manhattan Beach 

ailroad and the plan needed to operate the 
rather bigger and more complex Missouri Pa- 
cific system, 

“Yes, we know it would be easy to ontline 
plans enough for fairs of hypothetical size and 
of hypothetical consequence. Such business 
"men as are on the Exeentive and Finauce Com- 
mittees have not the time or disposition, how- 
ever, to g0 ramDling aimlessly around. ‘They 
are in the habit of acting on Known facts, and 
in this instance, as ever, when they get the 
facts, their action will be prompt enough and 
satisfactory, too.” 

The Executive Committee, in declining to 
‘adopt aplan for financing the fair, does not 


fail, however, to show its interest in the enter-, 


ge Tne report to be made public on Tues- 
ay recommends with some earnestness that 
New-Yorkers proceed to riase a “ guarantee 
fund” of $5,000,000 or so, similar to that which 
ie being so much bulletined in Chicago. No 
reference, however, is made to Chicago. 

A friend of Mr. Jay Gould said last night that 
that gentleman was much more interested in the 
fair than 18 popularly supposed.

them of the command of the Lilly. 

This sentence is pronounced by those who are 
conversant with marine laws to be a very 
severe one. Commander Russell, <5 4 long and 
etticient service, had mounted to the head of his 
class On the naval list, and it was expected that 
in June next he would be given a larger ship, 
but the present misfortune will be the means of 
defeating thatintention. The one strong point 
against him was that at the time of the wreck, 
and for many hours previous thereto, there were 
no leadsmen inthe chains, which is one of the first 
precautions that should be taken when a ship is 
neafing land. 

In his defense the commander explained that 
shortly before the ship struck they were in 
deep water, and he thought it unnecessary to 
have a leadsmaa in the chains, more particularly

REFORM DEMOCRATS 

WIPE IT OUT. 

A COMMITTEE NAMED TO CONFER WITH 

THE REPUBLICANS—A PUBLIC MEET- 
ING TO-NIGHT AT UNION HILL, 


The anti-ring Democrats of the Sixth Distriet 
of Hudson County, N. J., will hold a public 
meeting at Union Hill this evening, which will 
be addressed by ex-Senator Rudolph F, Rabe, 
Judge William B. Rankin, William Stuhr, and 
Peter Mercelles. That part of the county is 
said to be ripe for revolt against the ring, and 
the speakers will give them plenty of reasons 
for revolution. 

The anti-ring Democratic General Committee, 
which consists of 116. members, held a spirited 
meeting in Jersey City last evening. One of 
the first things done was to pass a unanimous 
vote of thanks to THz NEw-YoRK TIMES 
tor having shown up the ring better 
than anybody had ever done it before. 
Then it was observed that ex-Mayor 
Herman Timpken of Hoboken, who had beaten 
the ring in that town more than once, was pres- 
ent, and he was invited to speak. He declared 
himself with the committee in principle, and 
said he had decided to join the new movement 
and work for it until the election. 

“We shall succeed,” he said, “if we take hold 
earnestly together, explain the situation to the 
people, and exercise vigilance; and our success 
will be a biessing to the county. THE NEw- 
YORK TIMES has given the public the facts ex- 
actly as they are, and I am glad you have voted 
your thanks to that paper.” 

The question of running complete inde- 
pendent tickets or proposing a coalition with 
the Republicans was next taken ap and dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Noelke, Logan, O’ Rourke, 
Kern, Rankin, Rabe, Sheeran, and others. The 


general sentiment favored coalition. Nearly 
every speaker oxprassed himself as anx- 
ious first to smash the rin and sé- 
cure honest officials, and ready to treat 
all personal and party considerations as entire- 
ly subordinate. nudge Rankin cited the course 
of Democrats in New-York who have acted with 
the Republicans when there was an important 
end to gain. Senator Rabe produced a ticket 
which Democrats in Jersey City supported ten 
years ago. On the ticket was printed those 
words: ‘Made and voted by Democrats as the 
most effectual way to wipe out the infamous 
General Committee, who by their acts have dis- 
graced the Democratic Party and dishonored 
the name of American citizen.” Every name on 
tne ticket was that of a Republican. Mr. Rabe 
thought it a mistake to thus go over to the Re- 
publicans. Instead of that there should Be a 
compromise and agreement. “All we want,” he 
added emphatically, “‘is honest officials and 
pure government” motion was finally 
adopted for the appointment of a commitiese 
to confer with the publicans concerning a 
coalition, it being understood that the confer- 
ence shall pertain to county officials only. The 
following are appointed such committee: 
Messrs. E. J. MeCaffrey, P: Sheeran, W. B. 
Parkin, William F. Kern, Frank Howard, F. W. 
Wright, M. J. O’Rourke, James Foley, R. F. 
Rabe, Robert Schiemm. 

It was decided that the anti-ring County Con- 
vention should be held in Hoboken at 3 o'clock 
Saturday, Oct. 12, 

The difticulty of securing representation at the 
baliot box was discussed, and the plan of ap- 
plying to the courts for an order obliging the 
election officers to count the vote inan opeu 
and public manner was favored. It was ex- 
plained that the law is deféctive. It does not 
provide, as the New-York law does, for watch- 
ers within the polling places. It only says the 
vote shall be counted in “an open and public 
manner.” It would not be so counted unless 
the court interfered. The subject will be further 
considereit. 

Unfortunately for the ring their bad manage- 
ment of county affairs isso very bad that it has 
suddenly,forced itself on public attention. The 
Board of Freeholders have spent substantially 
all the money at their dispusal for the entire 
fiscal year, amounting to ubout $500,000. The 
fiscal year does not end until December, and 
meantime there are no funds, even to 
buy food for the county paupers or provender 
for county animals. There was a meet- 
ing of the Freeholders on Thursday, and 
the presiding officer, Director Emile Steger, 
made a written statement of the’sad plight the 
county isin. This the Jersey City ring organs 
feel obliged ta print. It declares that the 
money is substantially exhausted; that ap- 
pointments have been made and expenditures 
involved that were wholly unnecessary; that 
* we [Freeholders] have all committed 
errors: and done much that might better 
have been left undone;” and yet puts in 
a plea for lenient judgment. What shirt will 
be made for the next two months to carry 
things along nobody knows. Counselor Mc- 
Grathn told the Freeholders plainly thatif ther 
went on buying articles when there were no 
funds to pay for them they rendered themselves 
liable to indictment. About the only hope is 
that a county claim for $12,000 against the 
State for a rebate of taxes will be speedily 

aid. . 

Phy ‘Collector O'Neill of Jersey City, who 
likewise holds several other ofiices, distin- 
guished himself yesterday by dismissing a sub- 
ordinate for taking surreptitious fees. Thesub- 
ordinate, Jonn Wandie, was accused of 
retaining $25 paid into the office by a Mr, Ad- 
ams of New-York as taxes on Jersey City prop- 
erty. Wandle says the delay in paying over the 
money was caused by .the Ulness of Judge 
Knapp, which prevented the confirmation of 
the adjustment. But the ideaof any ring official 
dismissing anybody for retaiuing fees is what 
provokes most comment. Where did O’Neul 
learn that that was an offense? 

The ring primaries were held on Wednesday 
evening, and were interesting exhibitions. 
There. were quarrels, tights, and ballot-box 
stuffing galore. There was no real issue, for the 
result of the conventions which the delegates 
chosen will attend is noi determined by the 
delegates. Davis and his close associates fix all 
that. But the men who serve the ring In politics 
had some personal rivairies to settie, and they 
tried to settle them at the primaries, 

At one pulling place a candidate boasted be- 
fore the voting Was through that he knew he 
should win, for there were 150 of his baliots in 
the box befure the polls were opened. At an- 
other a careful count was kept and it was noted 
that but 20 men went to the polling place, yet 
when the box was opéned it was announced 
that there were 100 ballots in it. A similar 
state of things was reported from other polis. 
It is easy to see Why self-respecting men refuse 
to take part in such contests. 

About the only appearance of decency that 
these primaries had was given them by the use 
of the names of a few respectable citizens as 
delegates, There were not many of these, and 
in at least two cases the owners of the names 
have since announced that they have no aifilia- 
tion with the ring, and propose to vote 
against ring candidates. They were un- 
duubtedly put on for effect, and certainly 
without consulting, them. It was probably 
expected that they would refuse to attend 
the ring conventivns, and such refusal would 
give tue bosses the power to substitute their 
own creatures, which is what they desire. They 
will use the respectable. names, and the Jerse 
City newspapers Will print them as genuine del- 
egates and members of the ring Democracy, and 
then there will be no further use for them. 

The ring County Convention will be held next 
Tuesday. It is understood that the present pro- 
gramme is to renowinate Senator William Ed- 
wards, who, in addition to his Senatorial office, 
is Corporation Counsels'-The latter office he 
got by appoiutment of Mayor Cleveland 
last Spring” after having helped to put 
througn the Legislature tne charter giving 
the Mayor the appointing power. Jersey- 
men generally speak of that appointment as 
the result of bargain and sale. Edwards has 
been holding off from a renomination because 
the office of Corporation Counsel is profitabie, 
and because, it is believed, he Knows how vul- 
nerable aud indefensible his position is, But he 
belongs to the ring, bas a towering ambition, 
aud canbot afford to be squeamish. The ring 
slate algo includes tne names of County 
Clerk McLoughlin and Register Fielder, who 
expect renominations. There will probably be 
no change in that partof it. The office of Di- 
rector-at-Large, one of much importance be- 
cause its Incumbent presides over the Board of 
Freeholders, is alsu to be tilled. There is some 
hitch about it, and 1t is said that the man for it 
will not be put on the slate until the convention

A FIENDISH REVENGE, 


fHE SCANLAN EXPLOSION CAUSED BY 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Hardly any one doupbts that the explosion at-. 
Scanlan’s abattoir, in West Fortieth-street, was | 
either the work of District Assembly No. 49 of 
the Knights of Labor or that it was done with 
its approval, This is the third explosion within 
a little over two years that has taken place in 
the business places of men who have had quar- 
rels with local assemblies connected with No. 
49, and this was prodably the work of the 
Produce Association, also a local assembly of 
No. 49. In all cases dynamite was used, but in 
the last instance an utter disregard for the lives 
of innecent men was shown, if there Was ndét a 
deliberate intention to commit murder. 

Yesterday it was learned how the dynamite 
homb was placed in the abattoir. The place is 
open day and night, by day to sell and by night 
to loak the wagons for the customers of the 
firm. About 7:30 o’clock on Thursday morn- 
ing Jeremiah Mahoney, the night watchman, 
found a brand-new dinner pail behind one of 
the large gates, within a few feet of which 
seveh mén were engaged in loading meat on the 
wagons, Mahoney thought it had been placed 
there by one of the workmen and asked several 
ot them if they owned it. Foreman Michael 
Mahoney took off the cover ‘and found that it 
contained bread and cheese. The watchman 
then put the ean under the desk in the office 
where it would be safe from the petty thieves 
Who prowl about the neighborhood. The dyna- 
mite bomb was in the can oder the bread and 
cheese and hal! an hown latenthe explosion oo- 
curred, : 

A gang of the ord empioyés of Scanian had 
been Ranging about the abvastuir and the vicini- 
ty ever since the strike began, intimidatine and 
assuuiting the men who had taken their places, 
Tiey were at their posts early Thursday morn- 
ing as usual, but immediately after the ex- 
pioesion they disappeared, and have not since 
been seen. 

On Monday last, John Kirby, one of Scanlan’s 
old hands wuo had struck with his assvciates, 
but whe had grown tirea of the long fight, was 
re-empioyed. He is a skillful workman, but 
easily influenced. He has a wife amd three 
children, and his entorced idleness made the 
family go without dinner many a day, Mrs. 
Kirby had to seli tae furniture piece by piece 
to buy food. Had her hustand appited for work 
he could have gotit, but the union would not 
allow him to do so. At last he made up his 
mind to break with the Knights of Labor and 
return to work, and did so. 

Monday evening, as Kirby was going out of 
the abattoir, he was met by Ed Donnelly aud 
Henry Clark, two of his old fellow-workmen, 
who invited him to take a drink withthem. He 
then crossed over to Jersey City in their com- 
pany, and they took him to a. liquor store and 
there plied tim with liquor. Then more of the 
stmikers came in, and he was Kept in a semi- 
dazed condition in the company of one or 
another until Thursday morning, when he was 
takeu to Connolly & Coilins’s abattoir, where he 
was tola to work. He tried to, but. was too sick, 
and in the evening he broke away from the men 
and returned home. 
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BROKER . CARK NOT FOUND. 


HIS CREDITORS UNABLE TO SECURE 
THE ABSENT MAN’S ARREST. 


Detectives from the District attorney’s office 
have een looking in vain recently for Alired 
Carr, who is wanted to answer to a charge of 
larceny in the Court ot Generai Sessions. Carr 
was formerly a broker at 36 Pine-street. He 
‘Was accustomed to take orders from custom- 
ers, and is charged with using their mouey, not 
as they directed, but as he saw fit. 

Early last Spring he went to Europe and in- 
vited many of his customers down to the pier 
to see him off. They had a lively time on that 
occasion. Two or three days aiterward it sud- 
denly dawned upon them that Mr. Carr had 
sailed witbout accounting for certain transac- 
tions. Hereturned on Aug. 2, and has kept 
away from the city since, living with his 
mother at her home in Liewellyn Park, N. J. 

Carr was one of the jury that tried Boodle 
Alderman Cleary, ang when Mme. La Touche, 
or Carrie R. Morse, Was arrested for swindling 
‘was a witness in her defense, She had used his 
name as a reference, i 

Attempts have been made to get possession 
of property in Oranxe which was supposed to 
belong to Mr. Carr, but it was found that this 
wasin such shape that but little or nothing 
could be realized. A complaint against the 
broker was accordingly made before the last 
Grand Jury and he was indicted: for grand lar- 
ceny, warrants were issued for his arrest, and 
the necessary requisition papers procured to 
bring him from New-Jersey. 

When this was learned his counsel claimed 
hat he was about to make a satisfactory ad- 
Fostenent with his creditors and resume busi- 
ness at his old office. This did not satisfy some 
of them, however, and they determined to push 
the criminal proceedings against him, or at 
least get him within the jurisdiction of the 
court. Detective Von Gerichten of the District 
Attorney’s office was accordingly sent to ap- 
prehend him, but after several days’ fruitless 
efforts has not succeeded in finding his man, 
It 18 said that the indictment only charges Carr 
with stealing $1,800, although the actual 
amount owed by him to his creditors runs up 
into the thousands. 
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LAW SCHOOL FOR WOMEN. 


DR. EMILY KEMPIN WILL START A 
COLLEGE FOR GIRLS. 


Dr. Emily Kempin, graduate of the University 
of Zurich, Switzerland, who proposes to’ start 
a iaw school for‘women in this city on Tuesday 
next, outlined the plan of her institution be- 
fore some two dozen ladies and gentlemen at 
her home, 128 East Fifty-ninth-street, last 
evening. The doctor is a pleasant-faced little 
woman, who speaks with great emphasis and a 
foreign accent. She began by saying that the 
men lawyers of New-York were not yery smart 
after all, because a number of them told her 
distinctly that woman would not be allowed to 
practice in this State, and when she herself 
looked the question up, with little trouble, she 
found that. women can gain admission to the 
New-York bar under an amendment of the 
Civil Code dated May 19, 1886. 

She went on to say that she did not intend to 
turn out pupils fitted simply to earn their 


bread and butter, but fitted to cope with any 
legal light of the day in any court. She will 
begin from the beginning and teach the old 
Roman and Germanic law, and her pupils will 
not be as dependent on text books as their 
brothers are. 

The doctor announced that the course would 
be two years, with a supplementary year in a 
law ottice, and that the pupils would be exam- 
ined for the bar by the Supreme Court Judges, 
as her college has not as yet a charter. 

Fourteen young ladies from all over the 
country will begin work at the school, which 
will be held in the aoctor’s residence on Tues- 
day.

W. C. Platt appeared in opposition and 
argued that the hospital people never intenaed 
to erect-a building on the site, but purchased 
the farm as a business speculation, He alleged 
that the society was not a charitable organiza- 
tion in that 1t charges patients from $8 to $80 
a week for treatment, and had very few if any 
free patients. Mr. Piatt further said: 

“The soclety receives so much in excess of its 
expenses as to make it an exceeding rich 
moneyed corporation.”

About five hundred members and guests of 
the Pioneers of Liberty, an organization re- 
cently formed among the United Hebrew 
Trades, who went to Clarendon Hall last nizht 
expecting to dance and listen to music and 
make merry generally, found the door closed.

Controller Myers sent a communication to the 
Board of Police yesterday 1n relation to the des- 
ignation of the Jribuneand Daily News as the 
papers in which the election advertising is to 
be done at the “usual rates.”

AGED Mk MURRAY'S DEATH. 


THE MILLIONAIRE WHO MARRIED A 
YOUNG WIFE IN 1886. 


The death on Wednesday of the wealthy re- 
tirea banker, Mr. John B. Murray, brings to 
mind the sgrange story of a year ago of his sec- 
oud marriage and subsequent abduction by his 
maiden sister. 

Mr? Murray was born seventy-two years ago. 
About 1848 he opened a barking business on 
Wall-street, For many years he was known as 
one of the best business men in New-York, and 
a fortune of overahalf£ million left him by his 
fatner he was able to increase considerably. 
Wishing to live alife of quiet, he retired from 
business in 1867. : 

His first wife, a Miss Craft of Troy, whom he 
married about 1842, died in 1871, and for a few 
years he continued to reside at his home at13 
Washington-place with his maiden sister, Miss 
Agnes. A ie a fore | ago Dr, Leiss, a German 
Republican and graduate ofHeidelberg, rented 
Mr. Murray’s house, Mr. Murray and his sister 
continuing to roum there. AS he was al ac- 
cow plisued linguist and fond of study, he found 
the Leiss family, especially the young daughter 
Felicia, Who was still in her teens, very cou- 
genial company. Often he took her to the 
theatre and other places of amusement, and 
showed her so mauy kindnesses that she, not 
being allowed to have the attention of gentle- 
men, fell in love with him. On Dee, 2, 1886, 
the aged nan and the young girl were married. 
The oid gentleman’s sister refused to attend 
the wedding. Sheleft the Leiss house, where be 
continued to live. One day in the following 
Muy Mr. Murray, having become very deaf aud 
almost blind, disappeared from his home. His 
sister had had him ecarried off Three weeks 
later she returned him tothe young wife and 
after that no longer refused to recognize the 
latter as @ relative. The aged millionaire’s 
death was caused by Bright’s disease. His wife 
nursed him tenderly during his iliness. 

Of the seven brothers and sisters Mrs. Bron- 
son, Miss Agnes Murray, and Mrs. P. W. Dana 
are still living. It is thought that Miss Agnes 
will not attempt to interfere with Mr. Mur- 
ray’s will, for by the provisions of the father’s 
testament the real estate must be kept unai- 
viaed und go to the surviving brothers and 
sisters.

The Dolphin will have a survey held uponfher, 
and if it 1s found that she needs any other fit- 
tings she will be at once supplied and again or- 
dered to active duty, It is said that she will 
how remain in the North Atlantic squadron. 

In ali likelihood the Boston will tow the 
Brooklyn to Norfolk to-day. The cruiser has 
been coaling during the past two days, and is 
now prepared to proceed to sea As soon ag 
the Brookirn is disposed of, the Lancaster wiil 
be towed to the Portsmouth Navy Yard. ‘ihe 
Boston will then commence fitting out for the 
three years’ cruise in European waters.

A GRAVE ACOUSATION. 


— 
DID WILLIAM WHALEY ABUSE HIS 
WIFE AND SQUANDER HER FORTUNE q 


A story which appeared ina morning paper, 
and whose publication was somewhat out of the 
ordinary way because unwarranted by legal 
proceedings, revealed certain unfortunate oc- 
currences within the family of the late Com- 
modore Nathaniel L. MeUready which have 
for some time past been discussed by friends of 
the interested parties. The story charged that 
William Whaley, a young South Carolinaay who 
in 1887, after overcoming the strenuous objec- 
tions of the pride’s family, married Miss Eloise 
McCready, the Commodore’s youngest daugh- 
ter, had squandered a large part of the fortune 
of $500,000 which had been left ber by her 
father, who died in 1887. 

Lhé specitic charges were th at young Whaley 
raised $125,000 and another sum not specitied 
on morigages on his wife’s property which he 
induced her tosign while she was delirious 


from sickness; that he made away with an 
eizlty-thousand-dolla trust fund for the ben- 
ett of Dr. Benjawin W. MoCreauy of 43 East 
Twenty-third-street, the seventy-five-year-old 
brother of the Commodore, and with bis wife’s 
income and ali her diamonds, jewelry, and wed- 
ding presents. Lt was echurged that he was a 
heavy drinker and inveterate gambler, apd that 
most of ithe movey had been squandered at 
turo. He bad treateu his wife with such cruelty, 
it Was said, that when her mother, whom he had 
kept from her by subterfuges, at last insisteu 
upon seeing her child she was shocked at her 
appearance. 

Asa result of a family eonsultation young 
Whaley was called to the law otiice of Seward, 
Da Cusia & Guthrie, where he was confronied 
vy Nathaniel McCready, son of the Commouore, 
and finally wrote a confession of nis misdeeds 
iu preference te being handeu over to the police. 
He aiso, it was said, sigued an agreement sur- 
rendering possession of his son. 

The story could not be fully confirmed by the 
relatives of Mrs. Whaley, but a servant at her 
residence said that she was authorized to say, 
in the first place, that Mrs. Whaiey was danger- 
ously sick, and in the next piace that the family 
would Lever coptrauict tae story which had 
bee published, A gentieman connecied with 
tue iamily said that the story was undoubtedly 
true, and that it would probably appe.r later 
that young Whaiey’s mavagement oi other trust 
funds than the one said to be missing had been 
anything but what it should haye been. He 
added that Mre. Whaley was about to become 
ugain a mother, that her domestic troubles had 
caused insanity, apd that ii was velieved that if 
sbe survived her sickness she would never re- 
cover her reason. 

William Wualey, who isa rather undersized 
young man of blond complexion, called at THE 
Limes ottice yesterday ailcrnoon and said that 
he desired to make unqualified deniai of ail 
tne Charzes contained in the story. He said thut 
be had engaged ex-Judge Fullerton to 100k aiter 
his interests, and at his couusel’s suggestion be 
would not wake at present any statement in 
Getall regarding the specific allezauions further 
than that the One-hundred-and-twenty-tive- 
thousand-doillar mortgage was a purchase 
woney mortgage. The charge that he had dis- 
appeared was disproved by his presence, and 
he added that he bad taken up bis quarters at 
the Giiseéy House. He utterly denied having 
signed any confession as charged. 

W. A. Whaley, his brother, who has an office 
with him at 59 Liberty-street, said that there 
was no doubt that the publication had been in- 
spired by members of the family and with a 
view to separating the couple. He was positive

MATTERS BROUGHT UP BEFOBE THE

on them would be excessive and unjust. 

It was brought out by Commissioner Gilroy 
that the lots referred to by Mr. Lespinasse lay 
west of the old aqueduct. The matter was re 
ferred to the Controller, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and the President ot the Park Board 
for an examination aod report, and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel wae instructed to stop proceedings 
in the Interim, . 

The quesiion of opening Elm-street to Cham- 
bers-street was deferred to Friday next, when a 
special meeting wilt ve held to consider it. 

Applications for the opening of Brookline- 
street and Independence-avenue, in the an- 
nexed district, were laid over, on motion of Com- 
missioner Gilroy, who favored deferring the 
opening of all streets in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards until the gislature 
should appoint a commission of engineers to 
make a topographical map of that part of the 
eity. 

A resolution previou if adopted selecting Line 
C ter the opening of College-place from Barclay- 
street to Greenwich-street was reconsidered, 
and a resolution selecting Line A was adopted 
as @ substitute. Line C is somparatively 
straight, but Line A swerves to the west and 
avoids the destruction of some costly buildings, 
thus saving the city an outlay of $50,000. 

The opening of One Hundred and Thirty-sec- 
ond-street from Eleventh-avenue to the river, 
of One Hundred and Sixty-ninth-street from 
Tenth to Eleventh avenues, of Underclif-ave- 
nue, and of Railroad-avenue west from Morris- 
avenue to One Hundred and Sixty-sixth-street 
was ordered.

When the members of the Pan-American 
Congress get settled down to work perhaps 
the American delegates may be called on to 
explain why it is that international com- 
merce between the United States and the 
other nations represented has fallen off 
within the last five years very nearly one- 
eighth, while the total commerce of the 
countries other than ourown has increased. 
This phenomenon cannot be explained by 
the greater difficulty of transportation to 
and from this country, for transportation 
between the United States and Mexico has 
been notably improved, without prevent- 
ing the deerease of trade. The simple fact 
is that with the development of the popu- 
lation, resources, and enterprise of our 
neighbors our tariff becomes a steadily 
more formidable barrier tocommerce, As 
the evil lies in that direction, the remedy 
ought to be obvious, and the perception of 
it should not be obscured by the pleasing 
notion that a big trade can be built up 
with subsidies. It is not the cost of get- 
ting goods to our ports, it is the cost of get- 
ting them through the Custom Houses that 
blocks trade. . ere 


The first decision of-#he new Commis- 
sioper of the GenerhAAiBha’ Office, Lewis 
A. GROFF, affords groufds ‘for @ suspicion 
that he brings to his. ditties broad and 
liberal views resemblingedghese that were 
held by TANNER. durimgohis short term of 
office in the Pension Bureau. The local 
land officers in a Minnesota district beld 
that one HANSELIN, who had taken 
up land under the homestead law, 
was’ not entitled to hold the land 
as against another claimant, because 
he had not complied with the provisions of 
the law. He had not established an actual 
residence upon the land within six months 
after the date of his entry, and had only 
made “occasional” visits to it. This de- 
cision is overruled by Commissioner GROFF. 
His action. is regarded as important, says 
the press dispatch, “as indicating the 
policy of the General Land office with re- 
spect to this class of cases.” The report sent 
to the press is brief and does not set forth 
the evidence as to HANSELLN’s good faith. 
But if the letter of the law may now be dis- 
‘yegatded by persons claiming land under 
the Homestead act, and if they can hold 


the land in question against contest with- 
on it, those who haye com-. 


term to “trifling technicalities” will have 
no ground for such complaint under’ the 
present Administration. 


For the benefit of Gov. Hitt and his 
friends who are not conversant with the 
German language we give a translation 
elsewhere of the remarks of the New-York 
Staats-Zeitung upon his leadership of the 
Democratic Party of this State. The Staats- 
Zeitung is a Democratic newspaper of great 
influence with an important class of veters, 
and it makes no concealment of its disgust 
with Gov. Hini’s character and conduct. 
It expresses its sympathy with those who 
are willing to see the party defeated in this 
State so long as it accepts the malign 
leadership of the Governor, but it does not 
goso far as to advocate opposition to the 
State ticket this year. While it admits 
that Hitt is jast now operating the 
machinery ot the Democratic organization 
in the State, it does not believe that he 
really commands the support of the party. 
It sees evidences of dislike and distrust of 
him and thinks that the occasion will come 
in due time that will stimulate the courage 
of his now quiescen§ opponents. His in- 
fluence is now mainly due to his office, the 
term of which will expire before the next 
Presidential year, and “there will undoubt- 
edly occur many important changes be- 
fore the coveted Presidential nomination 
approaches.” The sentiments so boldly 
spoken by the great German newspaper are 
by no means confined to Democrats who 
are accustomed to read it. 








The warning sounded by the President. of 
the National Board of Steam Navigation, 
at. Pittsburg, should -be heard by all 
the great ocean passenger lines. Ri- 
valry in quick voyages is not to be con- 
demned in itself and under all circum- 
stances, since high speed, wherever it can 
be obtained safely, is desirable for travel 
by sea as well as by land. It is racing speed 
in fogs that should be stopped under im- 
perative orders; and not only racing but 
the maintenance of perilous speed, even if 
this be only asmall fraction of the maxi- 
mum. The great mistake and peril is that 
of trying to make or break a ‘“‘record” on 
nearly every voyage. Where everything 
favors, with fair weather and absence of 
fogs and icebergs, it is natural that a vessel 
should utilize its good fortune by making 
the best possible run. But what is wanted 
is promptness to abandon that purpose 
when thick weather or peril of any sort 
comes up. An ocean flier that kas once 
made the trip in six and a half days need 
not be ashamed to take seven anda half 
when fogs interfere with what had prom- 
ised to be another fast trip. Safety must 
come first always, and speed follow when 
it can. 








Apparently Pierre is to be the temporary 
capital of South Dakota, and that will give 
it a position of great advantage in the con- 
test for the permanent location of the 
capital of the new State. Itis much more 
centrally situated with reference to the 
area of the State than either of its chief 
competitors for the place, and itis only a 
question of time when its position will be 
corespondingly central with reference 
to population. While the ‘Capital In- 
vestment Company may have exerted 
considerable influence upon the vote in 
favor of Pierre, it is also probable that its 
original preference was determined by the 
probabilities of popular choice. There are 
already indications of a vigorous ‘‘ boom” 
at Pierre, and it will swell in importance 
and prospective wealth and grandeur with 
great rapidity for a while, but it may find» 
after all, that there is no very substantial 
element of greatness in the mere fact of be- 
ing a capital. Few State capitals are cities 
of much importance. 








THE WAREHOUSE SITE. 

It was stated at the meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on Thursday that Secre- 
tary WrinpomM had recently declared in a 
letter that if a large majority of the im- 
porters of this city were in favor of an up- 
town site for the new Appraiser’s Stores he 
is “open to conviction.” This ought to 
open the way to a change of the decision 
which he is reported to have made in favor 
of the Bowling Green location. It ought to 
have been plain to the Secretary’s mind 
long ago that the importing interest as 
a whole is decidedly opposed to locating 
these stores so far down town, but if 
it is not yet clear to him it is likely te 
be made so by the numerously signed peti- 
tion that he will soon receive. The 
Chamber of Commerce is made up of 
representatives of various business inter- 
ests, of which the importers consti- 
tute only one element, but it long ago 
declared in favor of the up-town loca- 
tion and sent a committee to Washington to 
induce Secretary WINDOM to confirm the 
action of his predecessor in selecting a sitein 
Eleventh-street. On Thursday at an unusu- 
ally fuli meeting the Chamber declared em- 
phatically against locating the stores at 
Bowling Green and in favor of & Bite 
“near the shipping which brings most of 
the merchandise sent to said warehouses.” 
On the same day the Mercantile Exchange 
by a unanimous vote protested against 
forcing the merchandise business of the 
Appraiser’s Stores into the office section 
of the city, and requested that they be 
‘‘not situated below Canal-street, or possi- 
bly Laight-street,”’ where they are at pres- 
ent. ‘ 

The argument against the down-town lo- 
cation has been many times repeated and 
its force is altogether obvious. The docks 
at which imported goods subject to ap- 
praisement are mostly landed are on the 
west side of the city above Canal-street or 
across the river at Hoboken, and the im- 
porting houses to which they are destined 
are mainly in the adjacent section of the city. 
Every consideration of convenience, econ- 
omy, and promptness in the transportation 
of goods to and from the warehouse de- 
mands that the location shall be somewhere 
in the section west of Broadway and north 
at least of Chambers-street, and the general 
‘tendency of business suggests that the re- 
quirements of the future would be 


Houston-street, But there are other con- 





best met by placing it even above. 


ing the Appraiser’s Stores near the Custom 
House, where the financial operations of the 
Customs Service are carried on. For obvi- 
ous reasons the Custom House may be ap- 
propriately located in the section of offices 
and banks, for its business is of the same 
general character as theirs and involves no 
transportation of anything but papers and 
figures. There is no location where land is 
more costly than the vicinity of Bowling 
Green, and it would be economy for the 
Government to locate the warehouse for 
merchandise undergoing appraisement in a 
less expensive neighborhood, especially as 
it would better serve its purpose in such a 
locality. 

While the interests of both the importers 
and the Government would be best served 
by the up-town location, the people of the 
city generally are entitled to some consid- 
eration. The lower end of Manhattan Isl- 
and is already congested with traffic and 
travel, and is poorly supplied with facili- 
ties for its movement. The question of its’ 
relief by opening or widening streets at 
great public expense has long been a per- 
plexing oné, to which there is no easy solu- 
tion. To add unnecessarily to the crowd 
which already produces frequent blockades 
in this quarter by having the trucking to 
and from the Appraisers Stores forced 
into it would be little less than a gratuitous 
imposition. Nothing but the plea of public 
necessity, or at least of decided advantage 
to the public business, would justify it. To 
force this increase of traffic into those 
crowded streets, against public convenience | 
and economy and in spite of the protests of 
those most interested in the very business 
to be accommodated, would be an outrage. 

There have been many , discreditable 
rumors regarding the influences that in- 
duced the Secretary of the Treasury to 
decide in favor of the Bowling Green 
site. The personal interests of politicians 
owning real estate thereabout or con- 
cerned in schemes for a large expendi- 
ture of public money have been suggested 
as an explanation of the choice. It is to 
be hoped that no consideration of that 
kind would induce Secretary WINDOM to 
sacrifice the public interest and do an 
injury to the commerce of New-York, 
but it is certain that if he should 
insist upon his ill-judged decision 
it cannot be because he’ is con- 
vinced that it is either for the 
advantage of the Government, of the im- 


‘porters of New-York, or of the foreign 


trade of the city. He would find that the 
opposition and the search for the motives 
of his action would not cease with his re- 
fusal to change his decision. Before the 
additional appropriations required could be 
veted there would have to bea thorough 
investigation of the whole subject by Con- 
gress. It would be the part of wisdom 
for the Secretaryao take no step which he 
could not justify or which might lead to 
showing that the highest interests of the 
Government and of the city had been subor- 
dinated to some selfish personal or political 
scheme. 








MR. BLAINE AND THE CHILIANS. 

Prince BisMARCK presided over the con- 
gress of Berlin in 1878, and Secretary of 
State BLAINE’should preside over the con- 
gress of all the Americas at Washington. 
We have no doubt that he will preside. 
When the delegates shall have returned 
from their protracted journeying about the 
country, whatever ill feeling may have 
been aroused by his election will probably 
be appeased, and the congress, in perfect 
peace and good-will, will, set about its task 
of promoting more intimate trade relations 
between the countries of the New World, 
the greatest and busiest of which expressly 
disclaims a desire to have any foreign trade 
relations whatever. 

There are obviously some inaccuracies 
and probably some exaggerations in the 
published reports concerning the opposi- 
tion in certain quarters to the election of 
Mr. BLAINE as President of the- congress. 
But it is true, unfortunately, that Chili has 
some reasons for disliking Mr. BLAINE. 
The events of the war between that coun- 
try and Peru in 1880-81 are with us a dim 
memory; with the Chilians they are a 
much more vivid recollection. Mr. BLAINE 
was Secretary of State during the negotia- 
tions which followed the overthrow of 
the Peruvian arms, and the extraordinary 
part he played in the peace negotiations 
gave rise to the liveliest dissatisfaction 
in Santiago. It will be remembered by 
those who follow somewhat closely the 
course of our diplomacy that our Govern- 
ment recognized CALDERON as the Presi- 
dent of Peru and endeavored to secure his 
recognition by Chili. There was reason to 
suppose that these efforts would be suc- 
cessful. Butit happened that at that time 
we had in Lima a person more remarkable 
even than Mr. BLAINE for his indiscretions 
—Mr. STEPHEN A. HurRuLBUT. Mr. HURL- 
Bur’ felt it incumbent upon himself to 
take a hand in the peace negotiations, 
and dmong other things he addressed a 
memorandum to Admiral Patricio LYNCH, 
the representative of the Chilians in Lima, 
in which he indicated in somewhat peremp- 
tory terms what Chili should and what 
she should not do. Partly, perhaps, in con- 
sequence of HURLBUTS uncalled-for offi- 
ciousness, and partly because of some alleged 
acts of bad faith on the part of the Peru- 
vians, Admiral LYNCH seized the person of 
President CaLDERON and carried him off 
to one of the Chilian men-of-war lying in 
the harbor of Callao. 

This unexpected act greatly displeased 
Secretary BLAINE. He felt that our Govern- 
ment should at once take more decided 
measures. He therefore dispatched Mr. 
Wiiu1aAmM HENRY TRESCOT, who, by the 
‘way, is one of the ‘American delegates to 
the congress, as a special envoy to Chili, 
Peru, and Bolivia. In his letter of instruc- 
tions to Mr. Trescor dated Deg. 1, 1881, 
Mr. BLAINE recited the history of our con- 
nection with the difficulties between Chili 
and Peru, and asserted that President Ar- 
THUR was laboring under the ‘ painfu! im- 
pression” that the action ef Chili in arrest- 
ing CALDERON “was taken in resentful 
reply to the continued recognition of the 
Calderon Government. by the. United 
| States.” He continued as follows: 
> Tt unfortunately 





Cimes, Sumrday, Oa 
unfounded,] and such a motive be avowed, your 
duty will be a brief one. You will say to the 
Chilian Government that the, President consid- 
ers such a proceeding as an intentional and un- 
warranted offense, and that you will communt- 
cate such anavowal to the Government of the 
United States with the assurance that it will be 
regarded by the Government as an act of auch 
unfriendly import as to require the immediate 
suspension of all diplomatic intercourse.” 


Thus duly instructed to hiss this menace 
in the ear of Chili, Envoy TREScoT departed 
upon his errand. But before he could reach 
his destination there were important hap- 
penings in Washington. Mr. BLAINE, who 
had continued to be Secretary of State 
after the death of President GARFIELD, 
only because President AkTHUR, amid 
many pressing duties, could not find a 
suitable successor, retired from office on 
Dec. 12 and was succeeded by Mr. 
‘FRELINGHUYSEN. About the first thing 
that Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN did was to 
undo nearly everything that Mr. BLAINE 
had done in South America. On Jan. 3, 
1882, he instructed Mr. TREescoT by tele- 
graph “to exert his influence pacifically, 
and te avoid all issues which might lead to 
his withdrawing from his post in Chili.” 
In a second telegram on the following 
day he urged Mr. TrEscoT to avoid every 
issue which might lead to offense. On the 
9th of January, in a letter giving Mr. 
TRESCOT more detailed instructions, Mr. 
FRELINGHUYSEN quoted the bellicose pas- 
sage from Mr. BLaInr’s letter which we 
have reproduced above, and informed Mr. 
TrEscCOT that he was to consider that por- 
tion of his original instructions revoked. 
He then added: 

“Believing that a prolific cause of conten- 
tion between nations is an irritability which 
is too readily offended, the President prefers 
that he shall himself determine, after report 


has been made to him, whether there is or 1s 
not cause for offense.” 


Never was the diplomatic policy of a great 
nation more abruptly reversed. Between the 


-truculent behavior of Mr. BLAINE and the 


sober and sensible course adopted by his 
successor there was the difference that 
exists between war and peace. The people 
of the United States instantly approved 
the change of policy made by Mr. FRELING- 
HUYSEN, for it was at once seen, when the 
correspondence was published, that our 
Government had no more right or duty, 
beyond proifering its good offices, to in- 
terfere in the affairs of the South 
American republics than it has to interfere 
in the quarrels of the dusky potentates of 
Central Africa. Moreover, Secretary FRE- 
LINGHUYSEN had been assured early in 
January by the Chilian Minister that the 
arrest of CALDERON “‘ was 1n no way insti- 
gated by an ‘unfriendly feeling toward the 
United States.” Mr. BLAINE, however, 
then, as at various other times he has done, 
totally disagreed with the people of the 
United States. The correspondence show- 
ing how his policy had been reversed was 
published on Jan. 27, 1882. On Jan. 29 
Mr. BLAINE sent for a reporter of the Asso- 
ciated Press and through him laid before 
the country a defense of his policy. Merely 
on account of its historical interest we ap- 
pend a few sentences from this document: 

“T have seen no reason to change my mind as 
to the wisdom of the course marked out. Time, 
reflection, and the development of events have 
all the more strongly contirmed me, and I fear 
that one result of the change wili be the utter 
destruction of the commercial interests of the 
United States on the South Pacificcoast. * * * 
J had no desire to send Mr. Trescot on a fool’s 
errand. * 
need of Mr. TRESCOT being in Chiliif he is sim- 
ply there to be a helpless witness of the utter 
spoliation of Peru. = * * In other words, 
Chili is willing and glad to accept the mediation 
of the United States if that mediation can be 
used to induce Peru to submit quietly to destruc- 
tion; but if the United States special envoy can- 
not be used for that end, Chili will have no more 
to do with him, and he can pack up and come 
home in the meek and lowly frame of mind that 
would befit such a returning journey.” 


It is to be assumed, of course, that in the 
eight years which have elapsed Mr. BLAINE 
has changed his mind about the wicked- 
ness and rapacity of Chili. The pacific and 
admirable speech which he made upon his 
election as President of the congress must 
be taken as proof of this change. The dele- 
gates from Chili cannot afford to be less 
amicable and affable than our Secretary of 
State. No doubt they will be willing to 
relegate former differences to the kindly 
limbo of forgetfulness. It is well that they 
should do so, for if the congress meets the 
expectations of its organizers it will have 
accomplished a very delicate and difficult 
work. The minds of the delegates should 
be free from all disturbing influences. 








THE DIVISION IN THEGRAND ARMY. 

There have been numerous indications of 
late of a very decided difference of opinion 
and sentiment among the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The harsh 
and overzealous course of the portion of the 
army represented by TANNER has offended 
many of the more sober and self-respecting 
of their comrades, and for various reasons. 
In the first glace, these latter object very 
strongly to the appearance of insatiable 
greed given to their association. They re- 
ject entirely the notion that a veteran of 
the Union Army ought by the mere fact of 
his being a veteran to receive money from 
the rest of the people. They object to the 
implication that their service to the coun- 
try was not unselfish or that it can be prop- 
erly recognized by payments from the 
Treasury. They hold, of course, that a vet- 
eran disabled by service from earning a 
living should be aided in proportion to his 
needs. They hold also that any veteran 
who by misfortunes to which all are subject 
is in need should be helped under condi- 
tions that will protect the community from 
imposition and prevent the abuse of its gen- 
erosity. But beyond this they are not will- 
ing to go and feel that they cannot go with- 
‘out loss of self-respect and forfeiture of 
their right to the respect of their fellow- 
citizens. 

Still more do these members of the Grand 
Army, or former members, for many of

‘have since grown up there is not necessa- 
rily any such division whatever. On the 
chief issue, that of the maintenance or re- 
form of: the protective tariff, there can 
be no sentiment logically connected 
with the war. The most faithful sol- 
dier may be an absolute free trader or a- 
radical protectionist without sacrificing or 
wounding his devotion to the Union. Men 
of opposing parties may be bound to each 
other by ties of war associations, and may 
value and cherish those ties with the ut- 
most sincerity. One of the avowed pur- 
poses and one of the most important of the 
organization of the Grand Army was to 
maintain these ties and to aid the members 
in every work that their common motives 
should suggest. But itis clear that if the 
organization is to connect itself with one 
party, or; what is much worse, if it is to put 
itself at the service of whichever party will 
grantit the most favors—willin effect bid 
highest for its support—its original purpose 
cannot be carried out. This is to a most 
unfortunate extent what has actually hap- 
pened, and itis producing very considerable 
defections from the ranks of the Grand 
Army. 

How far this process of perverting the 
Grand Army to a partisan machine has 
gone may be inferred. from the following 
statement in the Washington Press—“ the 
only daily Republican newspaper published 
at the national capital”—the words occur 
in an article headed ‘To the President:” 
**Since your return from the mountains the 
political caldron begins to boil and acrisis 
has been reached in the Tanner case, as 
illustrated in the confidential letter to 
DALZELL. When you learn the bottom 
facts in the case you will find it a con- 
spiracy, controlled and managed by some 
of the shrewdest politicians of the Repub- 
lican Party, who seek to control the influ- 
ence and votes of the Grand Armyin the 
interest of ALGER of Michigan as your suc- 
cessor in 1892.” Then the Press calls on 
the President to publish the  corre- 
spondence between Corporal TANNER and 
Gen. NOBLE, and predicts that it will be 
found toe justify this amazing accusation. 
That may be true and it may not be. We 
should say that the Tanner case, in its 
more obvious features, is quite adequately 
explained by the general greed of the act- 
ive workers and leaders in the Grand 
Army, without assuming a conspiracy 
among Republican politicians, But that 
there are plenty of the latter who ‘would 
use it, and have used it, for their own pur- 
poses, may be readily granted. These pur- 
poses have not been of the highest, and the 
motives appealed to in the members of the 
Grand Army have been ignoble. But the 
appeal has been singularly successful. Of 
that there can be no sort of doubt. 

It is no wonder, under these circum- 
stances, that there is division in the ranks 
of the Grand Army, and it is an ominous 
sign that those who object to the recent 
policy of the organization are peginning to 
be denounced as the ‘‘shoulder straps,” the 
thoroughly democratic tendency of those 
who are joined by a common covetousness 


- thus expressing itself. As a matter of fact, 


however, there are quite as many of the 
rank and file among the protestants rela- 
tively to their total number as of the offi- 
cers. 








* VALUED POLICY” INSURANCE. 


The withdrawal of the Aitna Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Hartford from what is 
called the New-Hampshire compact changes 
the conditions under which a very interest- 
ing experiment has been carried on in that 
State during the lastfour years. In 1885 the 
Legislature of New-Hampshire enacted a 
“valued policy” law, aud on Sept. 1 of that 
year the fifty-eight outside insurance com- 
panies that had been doing business there 
withdrew their agencies and entered into an 
agreement that so long as the obnoxious 
law should remain in force they would re- 
fuse to insure property in the State. Since 
that time no new business has been done 
openly in New-Hampshire by any of the 
withdrawing companies, although it is now 
stated that the compact has been surrep- 
titiously violated by afew of the signers, 
and thatfor this reason the Actna prefers to 
be free from the bond. 

The assets of the withdrawing companies 
amounted to $123,000,000, and they were 
carrying about $65,000,000 of insurance 
intheState. At the end of 1886 the sum of 
their risks had been reduced to $26,500,- 
000, and a majority of the policies remain- 
ing are said to have expired in the follow- 
ing year. There were two or three local 
stock cémpanies, but only one whose cap- 
ital exceeded $200,000. There were 
several State or town mutual organ- 
izations. To these local companies 
and certain small and not very 
trustworthy outside companies the burden 
was transferred. The number of local stock 
and mutual companies was increased, and 
at the beginning of 1887 there were eight 
local stock companies, (their capital and 
assets not exceeding $2,500,000,) and with 
these there were seventeen State mutuals, 


‘and twenty-one town mutuals conducted 


onthe assessment plan. The eight stock 
companies were carrying $32,000,000 in 
risks, the mutuals had taken $18,000,000, 
and the holdings of the manufacturers’ as- 
sociations had been considerably increased. 

The effect of the enactment of the law 
and of the withdrawal of the outside com- 
panies was to increase the cost of insur- 
ance, to withold from the insured the 
ample security afforded by the assets of 
the outside companies, to embarrass manu- 
facturers and merchants, and to discourage 
the investment of capital in new manu- 
facturing industries, In some cases the 
people were swindled by ‘‘ wildcat” com-. 
panies organized in the Western or South- 
ern States—‘‘a .swarm of irresponsible 
as they were called by 
Superintendent PiztsBuRY. In the first 
full year after the withdrawal the fire loss 
in the State was less than the average an- 
nual loss fer the preceding decade, but in 
the following year the loss was much 
larger. The local companies appear to 
erqus, with one or two éx-

the attention of the outside world. There 
seems to be satisfactory evidence, however, 
that the law has hurt the State, so far as 
its manufacturing interests are concerned. 

This was not the first “ valued policy” 
law enacted in this country, for similar 
laws had already been passed in Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Texas, and Missouri, but this was the 
first attempt of the large companies to dis- 
courage such legislation by refusing to in- 
sure property in a State where the law was 
in force. ‘* Valued policy” laws are now in 
force in eight States, Arkansas, Delaware, 
and Nebraska having been added this year. 
It isnoticeable that they have been round- 
ly condemned by the Insurance - Depart- 
ments of the States affected. The Insur- 
ance Commissioner of New-Hampshire, Mr. 
PILLSBURY, thus expressed his opinion of 
the law in his State: 


“ Lo substitute the valued policy for the in- 
demnity contract is to substitut@ carelessness 
for care, incentive for precaution, knavery for 
virtue, and to increase the moral hazard with- 
out limif. Under this law dishonest agents and 
property owners may connive together and sell 
undesirable property to insurance companies 
for double its value, and the companies are 
practivally estopped from exposing the fraud 
and protecting themselves as well as the public, 
who eventually do ail the paying, for every 
fraud enters into the premiums we pay for our 
insunance. The law in its operations secures a 
premium for fraud. It punishes the honest 
portion of acommunity with increased burdens 
and shields rogues with their ill-gotten booty.” 


Such laws invite incendiarism. In Wis- 
consin and Ohio the ratio of fire losses to 
each $100 of premiums has largely in- 
creased since the law has been in force, 

The action taken by the Ztna Company 
may not be followed by the return of all 
the other companies to the State, for it is 
well known that before the law was passed 
the fire insurance business of New- 
Hampshire yielded very little, if any, profit. 
But it will be possible hereafter, we pre- 
sume, for owners of property in New- 
Hampshire to obtain insurance from some 
of these companies, and thus to enjoy ad- 
vantages of which for four years they have 
been deprived. They must not expect, 
however, to procure insurance at the rates 
that were paid before the law was passed. 








That the visiting regiment of Connecticut 
National Guards would reteive a warm wel- 
come in Montreal was as certain as any- 
thing of the sort could be. Connecticut 
and Canada have had certain peculiar ties 
of friendly feeling, derived from favors 
rendered and received, ever since a Gatling 
machine gun made at Hartford and com- 
manded by a Connecticut man, who was 
alike a representative of the manufacturers 
and a member of the State militia, per- 
formed an important service against the 
insurgents in RIcL’sreb€éllion. During one 
of the engagements near Batoche the half- 
breeds, creeping near a Canadian battery, 
charged it, and might perhaps have capt- 
ured it had not Lieut. Howarp skillfully 
and effectually defended it with a Gatling 
gun. This certainly was an incident tend- 
ing to unite the Yankee State and the Do- 
minion with bonds of steel, as a visit of 
Connecticut militia to our Northern neigh- 
bors shortly afterward showed. One of our 
Brooklyn regiments also makes a specialty 
of visits to the Dominion, and with great 
success. No doubt the Canadian troops will 
find a full return of courtesies when they 
come to New-York to take part in some of 
the pageants of the exhibition of 1892,

GEN. ASA P. BLUNT. 

Gen. Asa P. Blunt, who died yesterday morm 
ing at Manchester, N. H., in his sixty-second 
year, was almost continuously in the United 
States military service from the breaking out of 
the war, when he started out with the Third 
Vermont Volunteers a8 Adjutant, until the time 
of his death, when he held tne position of De- 


partment Quartermaster at Boston. It was 
oniy last Saturday that he received his commis- 
sion as Major General, United States Army. 

Gen. Blunt was born at Danvilie, Vt, and 
when the war broke out went out with the 
Third Vermont Volunteers and served with 
distinction all through the rebellion. He way 
honorably mustered out Aug. 31, 1861, and 
Oct. 15 was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel, 
Oct. 4, 1862, he was commissioned Colonel of 
the Twelfth Vermont Infantry. Mareh 13, 
1865, he was made Brevet Brigadier General. 
March 28, 1867, he was appointed Assistant 
Quartermaster, with the rank of Captain, in the 
regular army and accepted the appointment 
April 9 of thesame year. March 28, 1867, he 
Was commissioned Major for staff service for 
gallant conduct at tke battle of Lee’s Mull, and 
Lieutenant Colonel for gallant service at the 
battie of Savage Station. From 1877 to 1888 ne 
was in charge of the military station at Fort 
Leavenworth.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Christopher Robiason, who died at his home, at 
Woonsocket, R. L, lastnight, was for many years 
prominent in the public affairs of that State. He 
was born in Khode Island in 1805, and received his 
education there, graduating from brown University 
in 1825. He at once began the study of law. which 
he afterward made his profession. In 1854 he was 
made Attorney General of Khode Island, and five 
Aarts later was elected a Representative from 

hode Island to the Thirty-sixth Congress, servin 
as @ member of the Committee on the Judiciary, an 
aiso on the special committee of thirtv-three on the 
rebellious States. He was Representative from 
1859 to1861. In 1861 he was appointed by President 
Lincoln Minister to/Peru, and acted as such until 
1864. Two years later he was a delegate to the 
Loyalist Convention held in Philadelphia in 1866. 

Dr. William H. Craig, who was Postmaster of 
Albany under Grant, Garfield, and Arthur, and a 
prominent figure in the Conkling-Platt Senatorial 
fignt, died yesterday in that city from a shattered 
constitution, the resuit of overzealousness in that 
memorable struggle. He was born in Lisbon, St. 
Lawrence County, Nov. 2, 1825, went to Albany at 
an early age, and was graduate! from the Albany 
Medical College in 1852. He served in the late war 
as surgeon in the One Hundred ana Seventy-seventh 
New-York Volunteers. He held several positions 
of trust during his life. He was aegreat admirer of 
Roscoe Conkling, and labored hard at the Cincin- 
nati Convention in 1876. to which he was a dele. 
gate, to secure Mr. Conkling’s nomination tor the 
Presidency. 

William J. Melefant, a bright young newspaper 
man of this city, diea of typhoid fever at the New- 
York Hospital at 5:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
after a sickness of four days. Hé was formerly 
connected with the Boston Globe, and late with the 
New-York World and New-York Star, and at the 
time of his death was at Police Headquarters for 
the City Presa Association. He was,.only twenty- 
three years old. 

John Lyon Smith, the last of the twenty-one orig 
inal Trustees of Wesleyan University, and whe 
was a Trustee from 1831 to the present time, died 
yesterday, aged ninety-three. 6 was born in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, came to this country when 
young, and up to within afew years conducted a 
jewelry business at Middletown, Conn.

INTERESTING READING FOR GOV. 
HILL.

We arein receipt of a series of enunciations 
from correspondents who express their hearty 
disapproval of the proceedings at the Demo- 
cratic Convention in Syracuse, and bluntly 
raise the question whether, under the prevail- 
ing circumstances, it would not be in the inter- 
est of the further development of the Demo- 
cratic Party that the latter should be defeated 
at the coming State election. One of these cor- 
respondents points out the particular fact that 
the platform emanated from the Executive 
Chamber in Albany had suppressed all and any 
indorsement of Mr. Clevelana’s Administra- 
tion, and that the most vigorous §remon- 
strance on the part of ex-Senator Daly had to be 
brought to bear upon the Committee on Resolu- 
tions to have a plank of approval of Mr. Cleve- 


land’s Admunistration put into the platform. 
Our correspondent bestows a few not quite 
parliamentary epithets upon Mr. Hill, and 
comes to the conclusion that until the party 
frees itself from that man’s control it is bound 
to be defeated, and that it nad better be de- 
feated now than in 1892, when Hill would se- 
cure the Presidential nomination and thereby 
lead the party to ruin and destruction. 

Our correspondent comes certainly quite near 
the truth, and we have ourselves confessed 
that we shouid shed no tears should the Demo- 
cratic State ticket succumb in the next elec- 
tion. But we have, on the other hand, engaged 
the attention of our readers as to the pussibili- 
ties and emergencies subsequent to a Repub- 
cun victory, and we presume that this argu- 
ment must have a greater weight with the 
opponents of the Republican Party than the 
disgust at the control exercised py Mr. Hill 
over the Democratic organization of New-York. 
We do not believe that Mr. Hill does command 
the support of the Democratic Party of New- 
York, not to speak of the party outside of the 
State. His influence upon the organization is 
evidently due to his office, and, as the latter 
will bave expired before the next Presidential 
election, there will undoubtedly occar many 
important changes ere the coveted Presidential 
nomination approaches. 

So far as we are able to look behina me seenery 
of the Democratic Convention we have come 
to the conclusion that there exists a great deal 
of dislike of Mr. Hill, although the delegates 
lacked the courage required for an open ex- 
hibition of their sentiments. Butin the course 
of time there will be found sufficient occasion 
to arouse the courage of Mr. Hili’s adver- 
saries. There is, however, no reason to coubi 
that Mr. Hill is to a great extent: the poli- 
ticians’ choice, and that he is, in no little 
measure, in a strong ascendency with a 
great part of the Democrats of our State. His 
lack of sympathy with retormatory and pro- 
gressive tendencies, his identification with 
the ideas of spoils and machine politicians, 
render him, however, entirely incompetent 
for the leadership of a party that ought -to 
be thoroughly identified with reformatory prin- 
ciples, so that 1t is unquestionably the duty 
of the better elements of the party to paralyze 
Hill’s “ grip” on the party organization. 

The action of the Democratic State Conven- 
tion, and especially the scarcely suppressed ef- 
forts of the partof Mr. Hill and his adherents 
to destroy Mr. Cleveland’s popularity and to 
produce the impression that Mr. Cleveland had 
been thrown overboard by bis own party, (« 
view propounded every day in Mr. Hill’s paper, 
the Sun,) has undoubtedly notstrengthened the 
Democratic Party in our State, but has begotten 
adeep resentment among the Democrats and 
Independents, who see the only guarantee for a 
sound political development in the absolute al- 
legiance to the spirit of Mr. Cleveiand’s Admin- 
istration. How this resentment may find its ex- 
pression at the State election is to be awaited. 
if the extremely favorable chances. the party 
will have on this occasion should prove to have 
been marred, the party and the people will be 
able to single out the man that is to be held re- 
sponsible for it.

PROMISE. 
tT Is NOT BEING BOOMED, BUT IS NEV- 
ERTHELESS PROS PEROUS—HANDSOME 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE BUILDINGS. 


HELENA, Montana, Oct. 4.—After an East- 
ern man has been wandering about in the West 
for a month, hstening to the confident expecta- 

ions of hopeful “ boomers” in Cheyenne, Lar- 

nie, Salt Lake, and Butte, and comes at length 

lo Helena, he feels as if he had at last changed 
&@ dlet of expectancy for the substantial rations 
of realization. They tell you in Cheyenne of 
what will be done when Wyoming’s resources 
begin to be developed, and they prove by what 
has already been accomplished that moderate 
prosperity will be followed by an increase 
in the number of attractive and  sub- 
stantial houses and shops and by liberal 
expenditures for public improvements. ln 
Laramie, while you are shown the beginnings 
of a profitable manufacture and the first steps 
toward a vast scheme of land reclamation that 
will convert thousands of acres of unproductive 
Bagebrush prairie into grain fields, and you see 
many signs of present activity, the city is yet 
in tne future. In Salt Lake the complaint is 
heard, in explanation of the visible lack of pub- 
lic spirit, that Mormon domination suffocates 
public spirit, and that not until the Mormons 
are dispersed or outnumbered and the Gentiles 
have full sway will the sbabbiness and shift- 
lessness that annoy ali strangers be replaced 
by thrift and tastefulness. Butte is satisfied 
with itself. It does not set up to be a garden 
spot. Itis proud of its ugliness, and too busy 
undermining itself to care about superticial at- 
tractiveness. ' 

Helena is different from all of the cities named. 
While it has no ‘‘boom,” and does not want to 
be boomed; while it looks forward to a great 
future, depending upon the development of all 
of Montana’s rich resources; while it is still in 
@ transition state, with the cabins of the first 
settlers still dotting the sides of gulches long 
ago abandoned by the placer miners; although 
it is still without many advantages that it hopes 
to possess, it is altogether the most thriving 
oily west of St. Paul and on the Pacific and 
north of Denver. It is not necessary to be told 
by aby ove thatitis growing. Its growth can 
be seen. The ioundation digger, the mason, the 
carpenter are Heicna’s Qoomers. They are at 
work In every direction that one chooses to 
turu tearing down the primitive log shacks 
of the pioneers to make room for hand- 
some stone and brick plocks of shops and 
offices and carrying further aud turther into 
the country the line of detached villas in which 
will live the prusperous citizens of a town full 
of men whbo have learned to believe, by expe- 
rience, in Helena’s prosperity. Nature tavers 
it greatly. Its wealthy men have plenty of 
good taste. There is a common feeling of pride 
in the tendency to make of the city a business 
centre with a good titie to a share of refine- 
ment. ‘nat is manifested in the determination 
to tnd time, eveu where a constantly enlarging 
business is exacting greater attention and 
longer hours from ali classes of- workers, to de- 
vote some attention to decoration and common 
copvenienve and comfort 

It wid be many years yet before visitors to 
Helena will cease to be reminded as they enter 
the city that they are riding in “ Last Chance” 
gulch, and that tbe acres and acres of lava 
stones, presenting the appearance of a mac- 
adam road overturned and demoralized by an 
earthquake, cut through by intersecting ditches, 
piled up bere in a wound and spread out there 
as if by a road repairer, have all been turned 
over and over azain by the placer muiuers, and 
that the tract has yielded gvuld to au amount 
variously estimated at 330,000,000 ito 
$60,000,000. You are landed in Helena 
at the north, and the city slopes 
away to the south and west, following 
the guich until itis pinched out in the rise of 
Mount Helena, which is at oncea fine back- 
ground and a natural limit to the extension of 
the city. Afew Chinawmen still pick and wash 
over ground aiready many times worked. Foun- 
dation diggers are said to have struck ‘pay 
dirt? in excavating tor the erection of new 
buildings and to have profited vy purchasing 
and washing it for “dust.” Whue Helena is 
not exactiy built upon a gold foundation, there 
is undoubtedly a good deal of the precious 
metal under its busy streets. 

It is ouly afew steps past the group of little 
log cabins, some of them half buried in the 
dusty slope of the gulch, tothe beginnirg of 
Main-street’s business. The photographer 
ought to make @ record of these primitive log 
houses. which must soon disappear before the 
march of improvement. They are not pretty, 
but they will be aseful by and by to illus- 
trate the history of Helena’s growth. They are 
almostin the shadow of handsome and sub- 
stantiai stone and brick structures of four and 
tive stories in height. Almvust at the boundary 
of the busiest section there is nearly compieted 
a tine five-story brownstone structure, stylishly 
effectiva with its quarry-faced material, and 
reaching perhaps 10 ieet along Main-street and 
the one bounding iton the side. Further onis the 
Pittsburg Block, spacious and compiete; then 
there is another five-story building of brick 
and stove for the Merchants’ National Bank, of 
which Mr. L. H. Hershtield,the President, an old 
resident, although 4a young man, Is the builder. 
The First National Bank, of which ex-Gov. 
Samuel T. Hauser, one of the Democratic “* big 
four,” 1s President, is only two stories high, 
butitis a model of good tastein architecture, 
and its only faultis that it is not large enough 
tor the business of the institution, which thinks 
nothing of $500,000 in cash trausactions in a 
day. Eighteen clerks crqgwd each other in this 
bank, and a larger number ougnt to be em- 
ployed. There are many visitors who come to 
look at a xreat panful of Helena gold nuggets, 
one of whicb is as pure and solid aimost as gold 
bar, and 18 worth $900. 

This is the neighborhood of banks and “ big’ 
men. Across the street is the back office of the 
Montana National bank. ‘The President of tiia 
jinsiitution, who is small physically, like ex-Gov. 
Hauser, is also one of the * big four’ Demo- 
crais. Besiues being President of the Montana 
Bank he is President of the Montava Central 
Railway, President of the Great Fails Water 
Power and Town Site Company, President of the 
Nevada Creek Placer Mining Company, the pro- 
prietor of the Broadwater Hot Springs Hotel, 
and a stockholder in a dozen or more com- 
panies for the development of Montana’s re- 
sources. Like Mr. I. C. Power, he is construct- 
ing a handsome private residence, Col. Broad- 
Water's house will be as complete as liberal ex- 
penditure can make it, and will cost about 
$100,000. The Gold Block, the Atlas Block, and 
Other groups of buildings from four to five 
stories high, any of which would be notable 
in the best of Western cities, are in this com- 
»yact business quarter. There is no hotel build- 
ing in town of which Helena is proud. It will 
have one soon, a well-constructed editicé of five 
stories, with 140 rooms. By and by it will havea 
still larger one, comparabie with the best of the 
famous Western inns. The schoolbouses, of 
which there are many, testify to the regard of 
the peopie for the comimon-school system. 
They are tastefully built, commodious, and 
well keptand equipped. ‘The most conspicu- 
ous and expensive public building is the Coun- 
ty Court House. It is a very tasteful structure 
with three atories and a gable, a tower chang- 
ing from cireular to square form at the belfry, 
and itis built of granite and sandstone in the 

eRomanesque style. The Territorial Legisiature 
qwet here, and the first Legislature of the State 
will hold its session here also. 

Relena has not yet reached the stage of pros- 
perity when she isready to put pavements 
dewn on the dirt roads and to exchange 
plankxed sidewalks for those of stone. The 
streets are sometimes very dusty, and the side- 
walks, subjected to a greatdeal of travel, get 
out of repair quickly. You are told that this 
will all be changed before the 20,000 popula- 
Jation is increased to 30,000. Grades have 
been changed sorapidly that it would have been 
an expensive mistake if ail the streets had been 
paved before this time. Followinz Main-street 
as it winds around in the gulch, the half-mile of 
solid brick buildings comes to an end ata 
division of the street, a branch running off on 
each side. At the right is the Ohinese quar- 
ter. When the placer miners were at 
work lower down, the Chinese flocked into 
Helena from the Pacific coast, to be the 
Washermen of the camp, and gained the 
foothold that they have kept. You meet them 
everywhere, and are toid that there are six 
hundred to eight hundred of them in the city. 
Sam Fong Lee & Brother, who are merchant 
tailors, occupy their own two-story building, 
with the firm name in the pediment in block 
letters of goid. **Chang Quang, Grocer,” is an- 
Other sign over the door of a shop that is 
patronized by Americans as _ well as Chinese. 
doug Long & Co., Hok Hing, Chang & Co., and 
other Chinese firm names appear over other 
shop fronts. They are flourishing merchants, 
and brick buildings are pointed out, three 
stories in height, that they are erecting to ac- 
commodate their increasing business. There 
are, of course, many Chinese laundrymen, and 
@ great many Chinese peddlers of vegetabies 
and fruits. They tind employment as general 
house servants at hizh wages. Femaie serv- 
ants are hard to get at $30 a month and 
harder tokeep. They are led away by all sorts 
of temptations, some of them er. only to 
bring them to quick degradation and bitter re- 
pentance. White female servants are partic- 
ular about stipulating to do as little work as 
possible, and most of them decline to engage to 
de the household washing, even in very small 
families, the Chinese will do anything there is 
to be dune. But a good cook, washer, and 
jroner, and «doorman combined gets 0 a 
month. They will smoke a little too much 
opium occasionally, and stay out inconvenient- 
: without fur ng any apology or expiana-

The fear of 
the ’bus has kept the hackmen down to a half- 
dollar fare for-almost any distance. So you 
can take a hack to the Broadwater for half a 
dollar, or else ride ina cardrawn by an inclosed 
locomotive, the line running through the public 
streets. The route is generally by the nortan 
and west, around the base of Mount Helena. 
“Last Chance” Gulch widens into a beautiful 
valley twelve miles wide and thirty miles long, 
with the Belt Mountains bounding it on the 
east and the Rockies on the west. 
Helena’s fashionable section is to be 
in the northwest, just as it is in 
Washington, and you discover that fact 
as ME ride. There are many fine houses al- 
ready built, and others are going up, attractive 
arrangements of brick and stone, stone, brick, 
and shingles, of wooden materials alone, and of 
stone used without contrasting brick. There 
are some very modest houses that shelter men 
of large fortunes. One with no pretense to 
great size or impressive style, but with a well- 
kept lawn and plants, isthe home of Mr. Thomas 
Cruse, who is called ““Olad Tommy Cruse” by 
some of the. irreverent. He can stand being 
calied pet names. Ten years ago he was living 
in a plain log cabin and working with pick and 
hammer as a prospector. He found the great 
Drum Lummon Mine at Marysville, sold the 
controlling interest to a syndicate for $1,500,- 
000, and is now taking his share of its $1,200,- 
000 annual net earnings, running a Dank, fear- 
ing God, and helping the Democratic Party. 

Ene houses of ex-Gov. Stanten, Col. C. A. 
Broadwater, the Hon. Samuel Word, J. W. Rus- 
sell, H. L. Child, and J. C. Ashby are pointed 
out as examples of the taste of Helena’s well-to- 
do men. Well out to the northwest, but still far 

from the thinly-settled but high-priced section 
thas will secon be transformed irom a dusty 
sagebrush plain into a Villa neighborhood, is 
the pretty home of ex-Gov. B. Piatt Carpenter, 
formerly a State Senator in New-Xork and a 
eandidate for Lieutenant Governor on the 
ticket witn Charies J. Folger. Mr. Carpenter 
helped to make the Constitution which Montapa 
is about to adopt. He is practicing law here, 
and tinds time to speak to the people of Mon- 
tana with great earnestness about the desira- 
bility of clean elections and honest methods in 

litics. Behind ail these buildings, as one 

ooks at them from thé valley, is always the 
soft background of the Mount Helena, with the 
old flumes used by the placer miners clinging to 
its sides as they run down from the water 
sources above. 

Itis a ride of ten miles to the hot springs. 
By building a hotel six miles nearer the city, 
Col. Broadwater has, with pipes, brought them 
six miles nearer. At an expense of $100,000 
avery handsome hotel has been erected in a 
pleasant valley, its two low stories set off with 
graceful gabled roofs, towers, carriage porches, 
and extra-wide piazzas. Everytbing that 1s 
modern in the way of conveniences and com- 
forts has been combined with handsome furni- 
ture to complete this exceptionally atiractive 
place. At each end of tue house, on the main 
floor, are ten bathing apartments, luxuriously 
titted up with porcelain tubs costing about 
$24,000 all toid, with taps that bring in the 
water from thesprings at a tem perature of 150°. 
Just east of the hotel, across grounds tbat are 
being graded, set with plants and converted by 
irrigation into refreshingly green lawns, tbere 
is a building of Oriental construction and 
warmth of color, with dome-capped towers and 
spires. Under its arched roof is a bathing pool 
120 feet wide and 300 feet long. No one in 
Montana disputes the assertion that itis the 
largest inclosed bathiag poolia the world, It 
is a xzreat ‘“‘ go.” As many as 700 persons have 
laved in its tepid waters aud enjoyed the hot 
and cold showers that are provided in the form 
of falls at one end of the pool in a single day, 
and 500 is not an uncommon register. 

Helena has reason to be confident tnat here 
there is to be a great city. Its growth lias been 
very steady. Theré has been no pushing of build- 
ing uhead of the city’s needs. Asa matter of fact, 
there has been one attempt by Boston capital- 
ists to get up a “boom,” which was summarily 
discouraged by a deliberate counter-movewent 
by some of Helena’s most capable Capital- 
ists. With the Northern Pacific, the Montana 
Central, and Manitoba furnishing the means of 
access to a Vast agricultural and mining rexion, 
and with vther railroads in contemplation that 
will yet further bring Helena within the reach 
of new buyers and seliers, and with no pros- 
pectively dangerous rival 1u sight, tuere seems 
to be good reason .for the coufidence. In 
no other Montana town is there. 580 
much cultivated society or 80 much of 
the refinement that comes with wealth 
and culture. By and by, as this becomes more 
and more the case, the men who make their 
money in the mines, but who tire of living in 
dust heaps on the mountain sides or in the 
guiches, will flock to Helena to live. They will 
want lots, and their demand will put up the 
prices of property. As the city is only about 
4,000 teet above the level of the sea, while 
other mining towns are higher, it wiil be more 
desirable than the higher oities. Its climate in 
Winter is affected by the Chinooks, so that there 
is not much sleighing, even when the mountains 
are covered with snow. The smelters of Helena 
are not, like those of Butte, planted right in 
town, but are off at East Helena, three miles 
away, 8o that their fumes are not perceptibie. 

It is a city which the State ought to be glad of 
having chosen as its capital. With Statehood 
it is to be expected that many improvements 
will come. There is much public spirit in the 
city, but ithas not been fully drawnout, If 
Helena should receive a little more kind out- 
side attention it would certainly be encouraged 
to prove its title toa poetic name and become 
famous as a Western centre of influence as weil 
as culture. E. G. D. 





THE NORTHWESTERN ELEOTIUNS. 

HELENA, Montana, Oct. 4.~The situation this 
morning shows that Toole (Dem.) is probably 
elected Governor. Therest of the State officers 
are all Republican. 80 is the Senate, but the 
House is still questionable. Republicans claim 
the Legislature on joint ballot by three or four 
majority. All county officials are elected by 
the Republicans, The situation in general is 
atill unreliable. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Oct. 4.—Incomplete re- 
turns from all counties in Washington save 
Douglass, Okagan, San Juan, Skagit, Snoho- 
mish, and Stevens, give the Republican candi- 
date for Congress 7,629 majority. The whole 
State ticket is elected by majorities not far 
from these tigures. Gains for the Republican 
ticket are reported from every section of the 
State, and it is not at all unlikely that the toial 
vote will show over 8,000 majority. So far as 
returns have been received, estimates on the 
vote for Congressman are as follows: Wilson, 
(Rep.,) 23,750; Griffiths, (Dem.,) 13,121; Wil- 
son’s estimatea majority, 7,629. 

Hvkgoy, South Dakota, Oct. 4.—Zack T. Hund- 
ley, Chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, to-night places the total Democratic 
vote in the State at 30,000, and claims twenty 
Democratic members of the Legislature. He 
says the vote is larger than expected. Secretary 
Bushbuell of the State Prohivition Committee 
says he has sufficient returns to guarantee the 
statement that prohibition has “« majority of 
6,000 in the State, or 3,000 more than expected. 
Huron has accepted her defeat for temporary 
vapital, and is in the race for the permanent 
location. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct, 4.—The Journal's 
Aberdeen, (South Dakota,) special says: 
“A yveport is current here that the 
election will be contested, so far as 
the aoe ig question is concerned, 
upon the ground that a large part of the tickets 
used were not printed upon white paper in 
black ink as required by statute. Most of the 
tickets used in Brown County were printed upon 
cream paper in blue ink.”

SHE IS CONSULAR AGENT sIMMONDS’S

Among Boyer’s 
recent customers is a gentleman named Sim- 
monds, who is the United States Cousular Agent 
at one of the Guatemalan towns, After the man- 
ner of loquacious barbers and affable customers 
Messrs. Boyer and Simmonds were not long in 
getting op a firm basis of conversational friend- 
ship, Two daye ago, while Mr. Simmonds was 
in the barber’s chair, and Mr, Boyer was indus- 
triously lathering his customer’s stubbly chin. 
This intimacy developed so far that Mr. Sim- 
monds admitted that he had*come from Quate- 
mala to-New-York on personal and private busi- 
ness. The mention. of Guatemala fell blithely 
on the alert-ears of Boyer. He was full of in- 
terest’ and attention at once. He knew 
Guatemala well, he informed the well- 
lathered man in the chair, for he had 


lived there many years ago. Did Mr. Simmonds 
know many people there, and especially a 
family whose name Boyer mentioned? It was 
the Consular Agent’s turn now to be suprised. 
He admitted that he did know this particular 
family. Indeed, he had married a member of it. 

Boyer stopped his tonsorial manipulation in 
amazement, and inquired what was the name 
of Mrs. Simmonds. Simmonds thought that 
this interrogation was rather presumptuous, 
put coldly answered that it was Kmma. 

“Good gracious!” exclaimed Boyer, “why, I 
married her myself twenty years ago and ob- 
tained a divorce from her.”’

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


a 
MEXICO’S NATIONAL ROAD, 
CIty OF MEXICO, Oct. 4,—The present man- 
agement of the Mexican National Railway is 
being severely criticised by the press, and the 
condition of portions of the line, on which de- 


| railments are frequent, justify the complaints | 


by the public and the Government inspector. 
The road is operated at great cost and is now 
unable to pay dividends on its prior bonds with- 
out employing the Government subsidy, which 
should be usea for betterments of the equip- 
ment. 

In recent cases of derailment Pullman cars 
which are top heavy, the road being narrow 
gauge, have gone off the rails, dragging other 
cars. The running time has been reduced, but 
there can be no concealment of the fact that a 
large amount of money is required to put the 
road in order. This morning’s issue of the 
Partido, Liberal Administration paper, 
says that the line grows worse every 
day. This paper asks why accidents, for- 
merly so infrequent on _ this railway, 
are now common, and itis added significantly, 
“In regard to the National Railway we believe 
thatit is now necessary that there should be 
most energetic action by the Government in 
order to restore order and compe! the railway 
no longer to make a plaything of the public, 
which is paying for service which is each 
day worse than that of aliother lines of road 
now in operation.” 

This is regarded, as pointing to the energetic 
action of the Government which is demanded, 
and there is loud call for radical changes in the 
management. Two Governors of States along 
the line have protested against the manner in 
which the line is being handled, and a deputa- 
tion has been sent here on the same errand by 
the Governor of the State of Michoacan. - Minis- 
ter of Public Works Pacheco has given out word 
that he will punish infractions of the laws by 
this company, and altogether the outlook is bad 
for the railway which a year ago enjoyed a 
high degree of publie tavor, 

An investigation. into the present manage- 
ment has been set on foot by British holders of 
bonds, and leading bankers here have been 
charged with the inquiry. It is rumored to-day 
that Mr. Carden, the British Consul, now in 
London, will be made manager and the staff re- 
modeled completely. It is certain that the 
Mexican Government will demand a change if 
it is not forced by bondholders speedily. 


ENTERPRISE IN THE SOUTH. 

GREENSBOROUGH, N. C., Oct. 4—The seaboard 
system of railroads, as controlled by Col. Joun 
M. Robinson of Baltimore, seems determined to 
invade the territory of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville at this place. The Atlantic and Danville 
Road is now completea from Norfolk, Va., to 
Blue Wing, Granville County, N. CG, and the 
seaboard system now hasan engineer travers- 
ing the route from this place to Blue Wing and 
then on to Ridgeway, N. C., which is a station 


ou the Raleigh and Gaston Read between Wel- 
dou and Kaleigh and under control of the sea- 
board system. 

It ia the intention of Col. Robinson either to 
use the Atlantic and Danville Road to Norfolk 
from Blue Wing or to build a new road from 
this place to Ridgeway, the distance being 210 
miles from here to Norfolk and 85 wiles 
from here to Ridgeway. The moneyed men of 
this town and ali along the line are thoroughly 
interested in this project, and the private sub- 
scriptions and county subscriptions wiil aggre- 
gate enough to xzrade the road, build the 
bridges, aad put down the crossties. Col. Rob- 
inson will then put down the iron and put on 
the rolling stock and operate the road. 

There 1s now no competing line at this place 
from the north. The Richmond and Danville 
has fullsway here It is surmised that this 
move of the seaboard system means that a bid 
is to be made for the lease of the North Caro- 
lina Road from Charivtte to Goldsborougn 
when the present lease to the Richmond and 
Danville expires, which, if successful, would 
give the seaboard system another and much 
Shorter outlet from Charlotte to Norfolk. ‘he 
couatry from here to Blue Wing and Ridgeway 
is the Hnest ee ee land 1u the United 
States, and there is coal and timber land unde- 
veloped.

According to the established custom of Epis- 
copal conventions the proceedings of the third 
day’s session in St. George’s Church yesterday 
Were begun :by the reading of the morning 
prayer, in this instance by the Rev. Dr. Henry 
A. Coit of New-Hampshire. A vast deal of 
routine business followed the opening religious 
exercises. The reportof the Treasurer of the 
cenvention was referred to the Committee on 
Expenses. The report of the Committee on 
Marriage and Divorce, of which the Rev. Dr. 
Franklin of New-Jersey is Chairman, was 
made a special order of the day for next Thurs- 
day at 12 o'clock, aud Dr. Hoffman of this 
diocese succeeded in having the discussion of 
the report of the Committee on Canons of Or- 
dination set for next Wednesday at noon. 

The Rev. Dr. Beardsley of Connecticut of- 
fered a memorial concerning the proportion 
of representation. An involuntary exclama- 
tion arose from all quarters, for this is one 
of the rocks upon* which “tné extraordinary 
amicability of the presént convention is in 
danger of splitting: Theréts 24 large number 
of the delegates who desire that the present 
system shall be continued, but these advocates 
are principally from the’smaller dioceses, The 
representatives of the qider ai@ ‘more thickly 
populated dioceses aré in favor of a representa- 
tion according to the number of the members 
of the laity. In other words, that there shall 
be a clerical and lay delegate for every two 
thousand members of the communion in the 
diocese. ‘thus New-York and Pennsylvania 
would have a very great power in the con- 
vocation, while the younger of the Western 
dioceses and the smaller of the Southern ones 
‘would be represented by not miore than two or 
four delegates. Dr. Beardsley’s gauntiet was 
not taken up immediately, for the memorial 
Was simply submitted to the Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments, and the Rey. John 


Hewitt of Nebraska submitted a memorial, 
which was accepted, to contract the area of 
that diocese and to permit the western part of 
the present limits to pass into the jurisdiction 
of the Church. 

The important question of representation was 
not to rest at this, however, for the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania ottered a memorial, which was 
submitted to the proper committee, to increase 
the proportion of representation. This was but 
another straw to indicate the struggle which 
Was soon to come, but it was not allowed to 
provoke discussicn yet, because the same dele- 
xation suggested that the revision of the Prayer 
Book should be concluded at once, and that the 
book be published and be known as the Centen- 
nial Prayer Book. 

Bere was opened another exceedingly impor- 
tant matter for discussion. The Kev. Dr. J. 
Elliott of Maryiand declared that the delegation 
which he represented distinctly disapproved o! 
the change in the name and title of tue Church, 
and the delegation trom the Diocese.of Pitts- 
burg offered a similar memorial in ig, 
When this subject is finally before the house 
there is certain to be astruggie: The title of 
“*The Catholic Church of America,” one of the 
alternate wtles, is by no means a popular one. 
The title of the ‘‘American Church’ 1s believed 
to be not distinctive enough by many and the 
present title is thought to be not sufficiently 
comprehensive. But as this was not a time for 
discussion, the memorials were taken by the 
ae er committees, and the delegates settied 

ack in their seats with something like a sigh of 
relief. But they were not to remain in mental 
indolence very jong, for Judge Juda of Chicago 
oftered a resolution which consumed nearly 
half an hour in reading, which again brought 
up the subject of representation. His resolu- 
tion was to the effect that the minority and ma- 
jority should be equally represented. It was 
referred to the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments. 

It was announced by President Dix that the 
house would join with the House of Bishops in 
the meeting of the Missionary Council, and 
therefore there would bea temporary suspen- 
gion of the rules until this business could be 
concluded. Under this suspension of the rules 
it was announced by the Secretary that a pro- 
test had been received against the recognition 
of the delegates from the missionary jurisdic- 
tion of the Dioeese of Northern California. It 
Was also announced that the dinner of the 
Alumni of the General Theological Seminary 
would be served on the evening of Thursday, 
Oct. 10, and that the reception of the Church 
Club was postponed in consequence until Mon- 
day, Oct. 14. he floor uf the house was then 
thrown open to the Jadies interested in the mis- 
sions of the Church, and soon there was nearly 
as great an audience to listen to consideration 
of the foreign and domestic missions as was 
pared at the eventful opening services on 

ednesday. 

After a brief interval the House of Bishops 
entered the church by way of the ge 2 A and 
took seats upon the platform. Bishop Whipple 
conducted the religious services. On the sug- 
gestion of the Rev. Dr. Dix the house invited 
the delegates from the Provinoial Council of 
Canada to occupy seats on the platform during 
the session of the Missionary Council, and the 
Rev. William 8. Langford, General Secretary of 
the Board of Managers, proceeded to read the 
triennial report of the work of the Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society. Following are 
the chief points: 

The special committee appointed by the board in 
October of last year to receive subscriptions and 
secure a site for a Missions House, succeeded in 
obtaining a site on Fourth-avenue, adjoining Ual- 
vary Church, and designs have been prepared for 
a tire-proof building seven stories high. A consid- 
erable sum of money has been pledged to carry out 
this enterprise. 

Concerning work among the colored people, the 
board reported that the commission in charge of it 
has secured the use of property 200 feet iong by 
120 feet wide, upon which is a substantial building, 
in sixth-street, opposite the campus of the Howard 
University, in the city of Washington, for the the- 
ological education: of colored candidates for holy 
orders. This institution will be known as Kin 
Theological H The property is vaiued a 
$20,000. It was acquired without cost to the com- 
oe or the society; the money having been col- 
ected by the Hon. John A. King in person, and the 
title held py trust The school will be under the 
immediate charge of the Rev. Henry R. Pyne, who 
will be aided by several of the clergy of the city. 
iin og will be affiliated with the Howard Uni.

The appropriations to the domestic field (includ- 
ing Indian missions) existing last June (amounting 
to $174,365) were renewed for the coming year, 
after declining all applications for increase. The 
Bppropriations to foreign missions (which aggre- 
asa $161,703) were made on the basis of estimates 7 

om the severai Bishops after striking out all 
items relating to new work or to the increase of the 
missionary force by appointments from this coun- 
try. All applications for money for building pur- 
poses aiso had to be refused. 

About 80,000 Lenten offering boxes have been 
distributed throughout the Church to 1,629 Sunday 
schools. The total sum of the children’s contribu- 
ane this plan for the year 1888-9 is

THE AFTERNOON SESSION, 
On reassembling at 2:30 the missionary ses- 
sion was resumed by the singing of ‘All hail the 


perer of Jesus’ name,” the Right Rev. Bishop 
hipple presiding. 

The Right Rev. A. Niles Pierce, Bishop of Arkan- 
gasand indian Territory, xave an account of 
his work among the Indians. For years the ap- 
propriation made for the Indian Territory was 
only $1,000; after a while it was increased to 
$1,5 . Out of this sum two Indians, trained 
to the deaconate, were paia $300 a year each. 
It was impossible to secure a priest of the 
Church to go to that Territory and live on $900 
@ year; so all the help he had had was that of 
the two Indian deacons, one of whom had be- 
come a castaway aud sunk to the level of the 
“blanket Indiansa.”’ These facts had tied the 
hands of Bishop Pierce in his efforts at accom- 
Hsahing any pronounced results in the Indian 
erritory, At Guthrie, which had a population 
of 10,000, he haa tormed @ congregation and 
received promises that the members would 
build a church. 

The Rey. H. D, Payne, representing the Bishop 
of Japan, addressed the council from the pulpit. 
Three remarkable events, he said, were con- 
nected with Japan this year. In the first place, 
it was the centennial year of the General Con- 
vention, marking an era in the history of the 
Chureh; second, it marked a memorabie epoch 
in the history of Japau, since this year a {ree 
constitutional Government was guaranteed to 
the people by the Emperor, granted on the 11th 
of February, and to go intoeftect Feb. 11, 1890; 
third, a treaty between the United States was 
now awaiting the action of the Seuate, aud the 
ratification of which would throw open the 
whole of Japan to American travel, and resl- 
dence, and missionary eifort. The working. 
force of the Episcopal Church in Japan con- 
sisted of one Bishop, ten Presbyters, two lay- 
men, and nine laywomen. The field was ripe 
for the harvest and the Church shouid take ad- 
vantage of its opportunitiy. ; 
The Right Rev. Dr. Spaulding, Missionary 
Bishop of Colorado, gave some interesting sta- 
tistics concerning the growth of his parish of 
104,000 square miles. Since he took charge of 
the diocese the communicants of the Church 
had increased from 600 to 3,000, the contribu- 
tions bad iacreased trom $6,000 to $67,000, 
ana the Church property nad increased in value 
trom $100,000 to $1,000,000, There are now 
eleven self-supporting parishes, and there are 
twenty-eight parishes which contributed more 
than one-half the expenses of their clergy. 
Denver has many handsome church editices, 
among them being St. Mark’s, the cathedral, 
Trinity, All Soule’, Emanuel, and 8t. Paul's, 
while’ there are still others in Colorado Springs, 
Manitou springs, and other young but rapidly- 
growing cities. The work in the Rocky Mount- 
ains, he deciared, was quite new, butit waa full 
of promise. Bishop Spauiding urged, too, that 
a diocese be created of 40,000 acres and that 
the balance of his great territory, 64,000 acres, 
be subject to the control of the Chureh, under a 
missionary jurisdiction. 

Bishop ihomas B, Dudley of Kentucky ex- 
plained the report of the commission on work 
among the colored peopie. Three years ago, at 
Chicago, the Board of Missions authorized the 
Board of Mavagers to appoint a commission to 
sit in the city of Washington to see what could 
be done toward the great work of the evanxeli- 
It was said that 
$50,000 was @ sali sum to expect the Church 
to contribute to aid in that work, but there has 
never been a year when that sum was raised 
or one-half of it. But, notwithstanding the 
Church had not fulfilled the expectations of the 
commission, the work of the latter had not 
been altogether unproductive. Besides the 
King Theological Hail in Washington another 
institution of learning bad been erected in Ten- 
nessee—Hoitman Hali, at Nashvijle, close to 
the Fisk University. Atthe request of Bishyp 
Dudley a special committee, consisting of two 
Bishops, two presbyters, and two layewen, Was 
appointed to consider the jormai report of the 
commission and report to the Board of Mis- 
sions aplan of action to be recommended for 
adoption by the General Convention. 

The Kight Rev. Dr. Garrett, Missionary Bishop 
of Northern ‘iexas, told what had been done in 
his diocese and what, he wanted done. He is 
one of the very few Irish-born Bishops in the 
house, and his clear enunciation, his wit, and his 
excellent delivery created something of a sen- 
sation. He began with the statement that 
Northern Texas was developing faster than any 
other locality in the Union, and that the tide of 
this increase was rapidly growing to a most 
magnificent flood. The Bishop declared that 
when he took charge of his diocese there were 
three wooden buildings which, with ali tne 
property of the Church, amounted in value to not 
more than $4,000. Now there are twenty-eight 
churches and fifteen rectories, whose agrregate 
value is $207,100. He spoke, too, of the foun- 
dation and erection of St. Mary’s [nstitute, at a 
cost of $73,000, on land which is worth 
$30,000, with an endowment of $1,200. He 
deciared, too, that there had been an endow- 
ment of $7,000 for the episcopate which was 
invested at 10 per cent. compound interest. 
There were twenty-four organized missions, 
with thirty-six parishes and missions. The 
diocese needed still, theretore, eight churches 
to supply the needs of the missions now organ- 
ized. The Bishop said that the diocese also 
needed eight clergymen for the organized mis- 
sions, eight for the missions not yet organized, 
two for churches in Durham, and two for par- 
ishesin Fort Worth. He wanted also a chapel 
for St. Mary’s Institute, which now haa sixty 
scholars and was able to pay its own expenses. 
The Right Rev. Dr. Brewer, Bishop of Mon- 
tana, reported an increase in the material pros- 
perity of the Church in that diocese, which had 
tairly outstripped the unparalleled growth of 
the Territory itself. The number of communi- 
cants had been raised in three years from 927 to 
above 2,000. Churohes and rectories had been 
‘puilt, together with a hospital, and the contri- 
butions in money to the episcopal and mission- 
ary funds had grown from small beginaings to 
@ substantial amount. Every prospect in Mon- 
tana for Statehood and Church life was encour- 


aging. 
The board adjourned until Monaay at 11 A.M.

_ FISHING AND HUNTING. — 
STRIPED BASS FOR ANGLERS — DUCKS 


AND SQUIRRELS FOR SHOOTERS, 


Striped bass are about the only game fish 
caught near at home now. They are not ap- 
pearing in overwhelming numbers, and, indeed, 
are not as abundant as the old habitués of their 
resorts think they should As it was the 
week previous, 60 it has been this week—a fow 
were taken at nearly every fishing ground near 
the city; but none was very large, nor were 
any big takes reported, 

The few bright, cool days, with cold nights, of 
the past week were expected to stir the bass 
up. Their presence was apparent, for the net 
fishermafi made big hauls of them and brought 
in some immense ones, A few thirty-pounders 
were captured within a shorter radius than 
twenty-five miles of the city, and at Coney 
Island a whole school ran into nets stretched 
by fishermen who observed their closeness to 
shore. Any day the striped bass may be ex- 
pected to strike in and make things lively for 
the anglers. There has hardly been a season 
when, fora few Autumn days at least, the bass 
fishing has not been good. Off Communipaw 
a@ few bass bave been caught recently, and 
at Bedlow’s Island occasionally one is report- 
ed. Io the East River bass have been taken 


from the piers by boys fishing for blacktish, and 
quite a number have been hooked, but broke 
away. From the Brooklyn Bridge pier a three- 
and-one-balf-pounder was secured. From up 
the Hudson the same word is received—a few 
taken. White-worm bait is the favorite at this 
time of year, 
Curiously enough, a big ran of bluefish fol- 
lowed the last heavy storm at Rockaway, just 
as after the cyclone the striped bass visited the 
shores of rtd Island. ‘he big blues made 
the same mistake as the bass. They dashed 
right into a lot of nets prepared for them by 
tishermwern who were On shore on account of the 
storm. At the Iron Pier a number of five- 
pounders were Soyer with rods, and some 
retty smashing of tackle took place for a time. 
Thoas fortunate enough to have squids with 
them enjoyed the sport. Big schools of biue- 
fish sometimes come pretty near shore when 
chasing up the menhaden, but they do not stay 
long. 
Itis not too late for good bluefishing down 
the bay and off Sandy Hook. Ifa school is met 
with it will give a lively hour’s sport, as the 
tish are especially vigorous at this season. It 
takes a good sailor to go after them, as the sea 
ig usually running pretty high at this time of 
year and a brisk breeze can always be expected. 
The schools are weil scattered, so that no deti- 
nite point for finding them can be given Per- 
haps as good a plan as any is to follow the net 
fishermen. 
The Fishing Banks anglers who are anxious 
to secure a boat of their own to run to the 
Banke will nold a meeting on Monday evening 
at C. B. Kirscnoff’s Hall, 529 Ninth-avenue, be- 
tween Thirty-ninth and Fortieth streets. The 
idea is to organize a stock company to buy or 
build a suitable boat to run to the Banks. A 
number of old fishermen will be present at the 
meeting ard tell what they know of the Banks, 
and plans for organization will be presented. 
It will not take a great deal of enthusiasm to 
perfect the organizatiun and secure a boat for 
the Spring fishing. ‘The Banks are a famous 
old tishiug resort, and there have been sowe 
fine strings caught there this season. Three 
boats nave been running part of the time, but 
none of them seems to have satisiied the fisher- 
men, who feel the need of a boat of their own. 
rhe crowds on the Fishing Banks boats are vot 
always of a desirable character, and it is to be 
hoped that the new company will put some re- 
striction upon the sale of liquor on its boat. 
Biacktish and snappers are still to be found in 
the bays and salt creeks near the city. Some 
nice speciwens of the former were caught last 
week up the Hudson, 
Tomcods may be expected every day. A few 
have aiready veen caught in the Hackensack. 
The «American Angier and the Hoo and Line, 
which offered premiums for the largest fish 
properly reported at the office of the paper, has 
received word irom an angier in Canada that he 
caught a brook trout weighing over six pounds. 
A photograph of a tive-and-a quarter pound 
small-mouthed bass was also received. The 
bass was caught by H. J. Thein in Swarizwood 
Lake, Sussex County, N. J. 
There is a little lull 10 shooting and hunting 
in October. The law on quail aud rabbits does 
notexpire till Nov. 1._ The snipe have pretty 
much disappeared, and for the Long Isiand 
sportsmen squirrels and ducks are the. only 
game to attract their attention. Occasionally 
English snipe are found in the wet meadows, 
and the late birds of the plover and hen fami- 
lies, but practically the sport has simmered 
down to the ducks and squirrels. The squirrels 
have been abundant, and hunters for thein have 
had no occasion to tind fault with their suc- 
cess. In the central portions of Long Island 
and in the thick stretches of wood they have 
been found in large numbers. In the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of Pennsylvania the squirrels have 
been very abundant, and are migrating »long 
the mountain ravuge. Black and red sauirrels 
predominate, with a sprinkling of grays. The 
sport has been fine all the Fall, and thousands 
have been shot. 
Ducks are quite abundant in the Great South 
Bay, especially the coots. As the season ad- 
vances, the larger flocks will come in, and the 
rarer birds may be expected. Teal are scarce 
this year. ,

INSURANOE MEN WILL WORK 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE AGAIN. 
THE COMBINATION AGAINST THE GRAN~ 
ITE STATE FALLS TO PIECES AND 

MANY OTHERS ARE IN DANGER. 


Not since the disruption of the Metropolitan 
Association of Fire Underwriters in April, 1887, 
following the withdrawal of the Williamsburg 
City Fire Insurance Company from its ranks, 
has anything occurred to excite so much feeling 
and cemment in insurance circles as the an- 
nouncement juss made by the tna Company 
of Hartford of its withdrawal from the New- 
Hampshire compact. 

In 1880 New-Hampshire enacted what is 
known as a “valued policy” law, providing, 
however, in addition to the usual provision, 
that the amount for which the policy was writ- 
ten should be the measure of damages in case 
of loss, andin addition thereto, that any com- 
pany which should make application to have 
any suit to which it was a party removed to 
the United States courts for trial, or should 
enter into any compact with other companies 
to govern or control the rates of premium to be 
charged for insurance, should have its license 
or authority todo business revoked. Immedi- 
ately thereafter the companies organized under 
the laws of other States and countries, fifty- 
eight in number, and including all save one, 
the Connecticut Fire Company, that had been 
doing business in’ New-Hampshire, canceled 
their policies ana withdrew their agencies and 


entered into a mutual compact, which was 
Bigned by all of them, agreeing not to accept 
apy risks on property in New-Hampshire so 
long as the law remained in force. The com- 
pact also provided that if any company should 
withdraw from it ninety days’ notice should be 
given to the New-England Insurance Exchange. 

Three other States -Onio, Wisconsin, and 
Texas—enacted the ‘‘ value poner: feature of 
this law the same year, and bills tor the same 
purpose were introduced in many other States, 
but were defeated by the influences brought to 
bear by the insurance companies, The legisla- 
tion against combinations was omitted from the 
Ohio and Wisconsin acts, and the companies did 
not withdraw their agencies from those states 
or cease doing business in them. The New- 
Hampshire compact was entered into as much 
for the influence it would have on etlorts at sim- 
ilar legislation in other States as to punish 
New-Hawmpshire. How effective the move has 
proved to be caunot be determined, but no other 
states have enacted the valued policy law until 
last Winter, when Missouri enacted it in a modi- 
Hed form. 

The action of the tna Company is con- 

demned by some of the most experienced and 
successful insurance men, and is welcomed as a 
step in the right direction by others of equal 
standing. President D. A. Heald of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters saia: “I 
was both surprised and disappointed to hear of 
the announcement. [I would not have taken 
such astep. The compact was entered into as 
a matter of principle, ani for the mutual inter- 
est of all concerned. If the compact was to be 
so quickly done for, | wonder what it ever was 
begun for. What motives could have led the 
4itna Company to break the compact are be- 
yond my knowledge, and what effect its 
action way have upou the other com- 
panies to the agreement I can only sur- 
mise, and that anybody can do. But I do not 
apprehend a headioug rush into the State for 
business, Decause the history of insurance in 
New-Hawpshire shows tbat it has generally 
been unprofitable. The losses and expenses 
have in the aggregate been greater than the 
premiums derived from the business, But few 
of the companies have derived any proiit, and 
most of them have done the business at an 
actual loss. 
“The valued policy law is one of the most 
pernicious enactments that was ever put upon 
the statute books of a State, and is indicative of 
a low moral tonein the community. The com- 
panies having withdrawn from New-Hampshire. 
there is no basis of judgment of the effect of the 
law in tbat State; but the statistics of five 
years before and five years after the enactment 
of the law in Ohio and for seven years jn Wis- 
consin are available, and they show how injuri- 
ous its effects have been. It has practically 
puta premium on arson and incendiarism ino 
those States. In Ohio for tive years before the 
enactment of the valued policy law the total 
amount of insurance written was $1,446,167,- 
648, the premiums were $16,146,156, the 
losses $6,978,240, and the ratio of loss 
to each $100 of premium was 43.2 per 
cent, During the five years succeeding the 
enactment of the law the amount of 
insurance written was $1,908,914,103, the pre- 
mMiums $21,518,670, the losses $13,003,720, 
and the ratio of loss per $100 of premium was 
60.40 per cent, showing an increase in the 
ratio of loss to each $100 of premiums of 17.20. 
During the period of tive years before the enact- 
ment of the law the ratio of losses to each $100 
ot risks written was .48 per cent., and for the 
like period after the enactment of the law the 
ratio was .68, showing that under the law the 
losses had increased by 20 cents in every $100 
of inburance written, or nearly 50 per cent. 
The explanation for thie extraordinary increase 
in lossés is found in the operation of the law. 

“To the honest insurer this law offers no suf- 
ficient inducement for perjury and arson, but to 
the dishonest it is too often a commanding in- 
centive to crime, and in these figures is the 
absolute, irrefutable proof of its terrible in- 
fluence. These three or four millions are the 
price paid to the dishonest minority of Onio by 
the vast majority of her good citizens for a law 
far more fatal to her morals than it is, or ever 
can be, tu her muterial wealth. In Wisconsin 
the amount of Joss to each $1,000 of insurance 
premiums ewelled from 55,44 per cent. before 
the law took effect to 66.62 after; and the ratio 
of loss to each $100 of insurance written trom 
.72 to.83. What is said of these two States ap- 

lies with equal force to New-Hampshire. The 
aw puts a premium npon crime, and is more 
injurious to the morals than to the property of 
the State. 

“ But New-Hampshire has had to get along 
for over eight years witb local insurance—such 
as Was supplied by the companies then and 
since organizedin that State and with ‘ wila- 
cat? insurance, ‘he inadequacy of this has led 
to an increase of premiums under which some 
of the State companies have made money. It 
has also required an expensive and effective 
system of inspection, which has kept incendiar- 
ism down to the lowest point. In a few days 
there will probably be some developments 
which will show what effect the action of the 
Atna company will have upon the New-Eng- 
land. Insurance Exchange and the New-Hamp- 
shire compact.” : % 

Yhe manager of the Northern Assurance Com- 
pany of London was apprehensive tbat the ac- 
tion of the Atna Company would, as bad al- 
ways been the case under similar defections 
from such organizations, result ian the dissolu- 
tion of the compact. Boston was the centre of 
business relating, to New-Hampshire, and such 
action as would be taken by the other sub- 
scribers to the compact would depend upon” 
what the Boston representatives of the com- 
panies might advise. The tna Company might 
gain a littie temporary advantage from being 
the first in the field, but it was not unlikely 
that other companies would soon follow. The 
business of the entire State was not large nor 
profitable, and was not worth ascramble at any 
rate. He deplored the effect this action would 
have upon insurance legislation in other States. 
It would weaken the opposition of the compa- 
nies to the valued policy bills that were urged 
in many Legislatures at every session. 

The manager of another prominent English 
company expressed himself in quite another 
way about the matter.. He said: ‘ A certain 
degree of fairness is necessary in dealing with 
our customers. The vast majority of our cus- 
tomers are honest men, who would never stoop 
to incendiarism or arson, and. to whom this 
valued policy law is no temptation to crime. 
Our agents, Who are dependent upon their com- 
missions for their profits, are always tempted 
to write the policy for just as large an amoant 
as can be obtained. And unless a company 
exercises 4 wise oversight and control over 
them it 1s bound to be confronted with claims 
‘for losses beyond the value of the property. 
Then the troubie begins, and there is dissatisfac- 
tion ali around. I think the valued policy law 
has been more severely condemned than the 
tacts would warrant. So far as this company is 
concerned it makes no difference whether a 
State is acting under that law or not, we can 
tuke care of ourselves, 

“But I think’ this action of the tna Com- 
pany is portentous of a general breaking up ot 
insurance combinations . all over the country. 
It is undoubtedly true that some of the signers 
of the New-Hawpshire compact have been do- 
ing business in a surreptitious inanner in that 
State, and that this is the reason why the 
4Etna people have concluded to break loose and 
go in for a share of the business. It is the same 
in all other directious. The New-England Insur- 
ance Exchange is one of the strongeat of Re 
existing combinations, but it is surely fall 
to pieces. The Southeastern Agsociation on 
tbe Northwestern Association are others upon 
which the same influences are at work. The tact 
is that no form of organization has vet been 
devised which would hold togetherin the face of 
‘the strong temptations they themselves present 
to their members... In no one of these organiza- 
tions ate the members living up to their agree- 
ments and a ggneral breaking up seems to me 
umoue. the things inevitable. And when i$ 
comes it wilt be disastrous to the small fry as 
sure as youare born. In this city there is no 
standard of rates and many of the smaller com- 
panies are only worrying along on outside busi- 
hess, I think it will be a good thing for every- 
body to have the break come, There is too 
wuch competition and the business as at pres- 
ent conducted is done at atoo great expense, 

When the break comes all these things will be 
Batistactorily arranged and iseurance will be 
ebeaper and the business will be transacted 
with jess Gost to the companies,. I am not at all 
displeased with the action of the Atna Com- 
pany. . 





“UNGER'S STORY BELIBVED. 


—————— : : 
HE GETS MORE THAN $4,000 oF THE 
LATE MRS. MARGINS’S ESTATE. 


A very peculiar instance of a long and pro- 
tracted search for missing sons came to light in 
the trial of a will suit just decided before J. 
Warren Green as referee. Adolph Unger, a 
commercial traveler, sued the Public Adminis- 
trator to establish a claim presented by Unger 
against the estate of Anna Justina Margins, de- 
ceased. Unger testified that he was employed 
by Diedrich Margins—who married the intes- 
tate widow whose will was in question—tohunt 
up missing sons of the husband by a former 
wife if the sons were living. Margins requested 
Unger, who was engaged in business with him, 
to make a search for the three young men and 
ascertain if possible whether they were alive or 
dead, promising that if. the sons or either of 
them shuuld be found he would, upon his own 
death, give Unger an equal share of his 
‘property, with his surviving son or sons, and if 


he did not tind them would make Unger his 
heir, This was before the war. In prosecuting 
this search Unger enlisted in the United States 
Navy witb a view of meeting the boys in some 

ort. He visited while in the navy Mobile, 

ew-Orleans, Nicaragua, Juan del Norte, Blue- 
field, Havana, Saqua ia Grande, and Matanzas. 
It was thought that Ernest, one of the sons, had 
gone South and engaged in an expedition either 
to Mexico or Cuba. Unger had a good kuowl- 
edge of the Spanish, French, and Italian lan- 
guages, which afforded him facilities for the 
search. While on this trip he saved the ateamer 
Fulton when the Walker filibusters were capt- 
ured. Ali this while he paid bhisown expenses. 
At last in 1859, after a fruitless search, he re- 
turned to New-York after procuring his dis- 
charge from the navy. 

But Margins was still persuaded that the 
boys were south, and induced Unger to start 
out again. This time he went to Alabama and 
then across the country to Florida. Then the 
war broke out, and Margius thought the boys 
might have gone into it, and urged Unger to 
follow up the chase by joining the army. The 
latter. accordingly enlisted, joining the Fifty- 
ninth New-York Reximent as a commissioned 
officer. But this regiment did not offer the ex- 
pected opportunity for search, and he resigned 
in bope or being exchanged in some more active 
regiment. He was upsuccessful in this, and 
gave up the idea of entering the service. But 
to keep up the search he took employment as a 
sutier witha man named Seth Gage. Gage gave 
it up, and Unger took the sutie ship, which 
gave him a wide field for his search. 6 gave 
on We in 1865, and again returned to New- 

ork, 

He then engagedjin partnership with Margins, 
and all went well until Margins thought Unger 
had better continue the search again, which he 
did, carrying it on 1n connection with his busi- 
ness as a commercial iraveler, journeying 
through tne Soutn and West and up and down 
the Mississippi Valley. The hunt was fruitless; 
no trace of the boys was ever discovered. 

In 1879 Margins died suddenly intestate, and 

his widow, Anna Justina, succeeded to half of 
his property, the other balf being held for the 
sobs, if living. Unger wade a claim on the 
widow for reimbursement for his expenses and 
fervices, and she settled the claim by accept- 
ing Unger’s agreement to waive his 
rights during her lifetime and to assist her 
In proving the death of Margins’s sons, 
so tbat she might obtain the whole of Mar- 
gin’s property, promising on her part to execute 
a Will in his favor giving him one-half of ail the 
property. Mrs. Unger died in 1888, and though 
this will was not found among her effects, the 
execution of it was proved by H. W. Unger,a 
relative of the plaintiff, who prepared the draft, 
teok 1tto Mrs. Margin for approval, and saw it 
signed by her. 
The suit was strongly contested before the 
referee, the attorney for the next of kin of the 
deceased, and the original claim made by Unger 
was reduced fully two-thirds. He claimed 
$7,500 with interest. The referee, after a care- 
ful consideration, has reported to the Supreme 
Court in favor of Unger, fixing bis damages at 
the net amount left by Mr. Margins, with inter- 
est. This 1s $4,390 52. 





“IMPLEMENTS OF TRADE,” 


WILSON BARRETT’S COSTUMES WILL BE 
ADMITTED FREE OF DUTY. 


The controversy in Boston between American 
actors there and the United States Treasury 
Department over the importation, free of duty, 
of the 300 tons of scenery belonging to Wilson 
Barrett and his theatrical company, seems to 
have spread, with a sligntly different aspect, to 
this city. The Wilson Batrett Company are ex- 
pected to-day on the City of Chicago from 
Liverpool, and it is likely that it will be met 
by a strong movement among theatrical people 
in opposition to the landing of its costumes 
unless duty is paid. R. H. Griffin, representing 
American actors, callea at the Custom House 


Tuesday and tried to convince representatives 
of the Treasury Department that the costumes 
should be held for duty on the arrival of the 
City of Chicago. The custom which has of late 
years become almost extravagant on the part of 
English dramatic companies, that of bringing 
with them their entire outfit of scenery, cos- 
tumeés, and properties, is becoming more and 
more objectionable inthe eyes of certain ‘‘ mem- 
bers of the profession” on this side of the water, 
Tuey are therefore apparently determined to 
make it an unprofitable proceeding for the Eng- 
lish actors. 

Yesterday Special Deputy Collector McClel- 
land wrote a letter to Mr. Griffin saying that, 
in the absence of special instructions to the 
contrary, the department would admit the cos- 
tuines freeof duty. As the basis of the decision 
be referred to a letter from Assistant Secretary 
Fairchila to the Collector of the Port of New- 
York, dated Jan. 19, 1886. This letter touches 
upon the case of Mapleson against Robertson, 
then Collector of New-York, and gives the views 
of the department upon the decision of the 
court in this case. The question then involved 
seems to be almost precisely similar in its nat- 
ure to that which has just been raised against 
Wilson Barrett. 

In the case in which Collector Robertson failed 
to obtain anty on.Col. Mapleson’s properties 1t 
was held that they were “entitled to free entry 
as tools, implements, or instruments of pro- 
fession, occupation, or trade,”

SOME PROMINENT MEN WILL HAVE TO 
PAY FOR THE ALLARD SMUGGLING. 


The remarkable smuggling exploitof Allard 
. & Sons, 304 Fitth-avenue, which was exposed 
last April through the agency of the Custom 
House officials, nas recently been brought be- 
fore the Collector of the Portagain. It will be 
remembered that Allard & Sons was a French 
firm with a branch office here. They smuggled 
through the Custom House rich tapestries and 
costly articles of vertu by stuffimg them into 
the lining of upholstered chairs, sofas, and 
other articles of furniture. The goods thus 
smuggle@ were aisposed of in large 
amounts to some of the most prom- 
inent people in America. The heavi- 
est purchasers were W. K. Vanderbilt, H. Me- 
Kay Twombie , Orme Wilson, Robert Garrett 
of Baltimore, William Borden of Chicago, Cor- 
nelins Vanderbilt, Col. Eliott F. Shepard, ana 
Senator Payne of Ohio, No suspicion of com- 
plicity in the fraud was or has been directed 
against any of these gentlemen, but when the 
smuggling was exposed it became necessary 
for the Custom House officials to sieze tne 
goods which bad been smuggled or to effect 
some arrangement by which the duties could: 
be collected. Allard & Sona were in Paris and 
consequently beyond the reach of the Custom 
House oOlticers, and their agent here couid 
only be punished for his participation in 
the fraud. he purchasers, therelore, were 
the people to whom the Government had 
to look for redress. Some of the gentie- 
men who had bought gooas from Allard & 
Sons wentat once to the Custom House and 
left certitied checks to cover any assessment of 
duties that might be levied on their purchases. 
The matter remained in this condition ior some 
time, but Special Treasury Agent Ayer, who 
has the matter in charge, is said to have made 
recently a strong move toward the settlemevt 
of the whole matter, and his ettorts are claimed 
to have been highly successful. Mr. Ayer was 
ina distinctly non-communicative mood yes- 
terday when seen by a reporter for THe TIMES. 
He would notdeny thatsettiements Satisfactory 
tothe United States Treasury had been made, 
but be would give no particulars, either as to 
names or amounts, of such settlements. The 
amount collectea, however, is understood tu 
aggregate Many thousands of doliars, 





OF INTEREST IO GIBLIN. 


MR. PARKER REPEATS A STATEMENT 
MADE TO HIM BY WILLIAM F. HOWE. 


The case for the people in the Giblin hearing 
before Referee Douras was completed yesterday 
morning. The last witness called by Assistant 
District Attorney Jerome. was Capt. Seldon A. 
Day of the United States Army. He had com- 
pared the bullet found in Valentine Goelz’s 
pocket at St. Francis’ Hospital and tne one 
found on a@ shelf in the grocery store with one 
taken from a box of cartridges which Valentine 
Goelz claims was given to him last February by 
his brother at the same time he gave him the 
revolver. The first two were both tired froma 
pistol having five grooves. While ail of them 
were of the same calibre, the third bullet was 
one of different character, being six grains 
heavier, and evidently not having been made 
with the same machinery. 

During the afternoon Lawyer Steinnardt 
calied Assistant District Attorney Parker to 
question him avout the aflidavit sworn to before 
him by Mrs. Mary Jacobs Aug. 16 last. Her 
Statements belore the reteree last Monday dif- 
fered wateriaily from those made in the altida- 
vit. Mr, Parker merely said that waatever was 
contained in the aftidavit Mra. Jacobs had stated 
rer he knew nothing of any varying evidence 
ater. 

Then, to Mr. Jerome, Mr. Parker repeated 
s0iue remarks made by William F. Howe to him 
While they were in Albany arguing on the ap- 
plication for clemeucy before Gov. Hill Mr. 
Steinhardt, who is now conducting the defense, 
is assuciated with Mr. Howe as Giblin’s counsel. 
Mr, Howe, Mr. Parker stated, had said to him 
that $1,500 had been raised for him by triends 
of Givin, that he had practically no hope of ob- 
talning any cOmmutauon, and that tue attida- 
viis presented on behaif of the defense in the 
application tor a new trial were very “ fishy.” 

_ the hearing will be resumed Monday morn- 
ing. 





ANXIOUS TO GET TO CHICAGO. 

A man with discouragewent written in all 
the lines of his careworn face applied to Super- 
intendent Simpson of Castle Garden yesterday 
for the privilege or buying an emigrant ticket 
to Chicago. The utter despondency of his man- 
ner revealed with greater certainty than words 
could even convey that he was one who had 
worked not wisely but too well to start a 
“boom” in New-York for having the World’s 
Fair at Chicago. He said that he was an Amer- 
ican citizen, and having no further use for New- 
York wished to get to Chicago as cheaply as 
possible. He was indignant when iniormed 
that only emigrants or persons who had through 
tickets from abroad could be accommodated 
with emigrant rates to Chicago. 

“Ie not @ patriotic American,” said he, “to 
be allowed the same privilege that these igno- 
rant foreigners are given?’ 

His.appeal was of no effect, and it seemed 


probable that he would be obliged to remain in 
New-York.
